It is a wiss step to take in a progressive age, and we cannot be sur- 
prised to find it adopted by the representatives of governments so 
keenly alive to modern methods as. the present opponents of Turkey 
have shown themselves to be. The satisfactory feature in this 
particular instance is that it proves that the Governments concerned 
are ready, and anxious, to keep in touch with public opinion, throug! 
the responsible Press, and it is upon public opinion that Jews must 
ultimately rely forthe triumph of their cause. TheJEWISH CHRONICLFs 
in its seventy years of effort on behalf of that cause, has rarely been 
employed for the publication of a more important message than that 
which comes from the Peace Delegates. The message lias the binding 
force of authoritative signature. Above all, it has that moral binding 
power which, in practice, is at least as potent as the most formal and 
precise of diplomatic instruments. | 
THE letters of Dr. DANEFF ani M. VENIZELOS are exceedingly 
clear and emphatic upon the subject of Jewish 


Jewish Equality. rights. There will be absolute freedom for our 


coreligionists in the annexed territories, and not ° 


the least s> becauss the constitutions of the victorious S*ates do not 
admit of any alternative. These defirite and unmistakable assurances 
are reinforced by further dezlarations made, in interviews with our 
representative, by Greek and Bulgarian delegates; and it is only right 
to admit that, having regard to the treatment of the Jews of their 
respective countries by the Governments of Bulgaria and Greece in the 
past, there is every reason to take these declarations at their full face 
value. In the eyes of the law and the officials, the Jews will enjoy 
liberty and equality. Whether, so far as the masses are concerned, 
they will also be blessed with fraternity remains to be seen, 


There hava, of courss, been anti-Jew'sh outbursts in Bulgaria, and tha 
difficulty of Greek mercantile opposition to the Salonika Jews, upon 
which our representative very properly insisted, has not to be left out 
of account. But the Bulgarian authorities have never paltered with 
anti-Semitism, as the files of this journal show; and although some 
temptation may exist on tha part of the Greek officials in Salonika— 
assuming Salonika falls to KING GEORGE—to favour their “nationals” 
economically, we can only rely on the expressed intentions of the 
Greek representatives to the contrary. After all, in these matters, it 
is actual practice that counts; and it is for this that we must really 
wait in order to sea the effect upon Jews of the impending territorial 
re-adjustments. “eanwhile, however, the formal declarations to 
Jewry remain on record, and they cannot but conduce to the 
re-assurance of our coreligionists in the present, and their protection 
in the future, if ever, unhappily, such protection should be neaded.

THE real. difficulty, of course, so far as Jews are 


Jews and concerned, relates to Rumania, and hor possible 
Rumania. treatment of Jews in territories ceded to her. It 


will be noted that Dr. DANEFF expressly stated to 
our representative that “the territories claimed from Bulgaria are 
inhabited by many Jewish landlords.’’ These, said Dr. DANEFF, enjoy 
full civil and political rights as Bulgarian citizens. But we know they 
will lose their rights as soon as the territories in question come under 
Rumanian domination. That is certainly the great danger of the 
moment; and we submit that the best way for the Rumanian 
Government to settle the difficulty would be to sweep away the whole 
medieval code which makes slaves of its present Jewish citizens, thus 
depriving the transfer of Bulgarian territory of a grave objection, and 
winning the unstinted regard of the world at large. 


“We, Rumanians in regard to sacrifices, should not be aliensin regard 
to rights.” This sums up the argument of the dignified, yet pathetic 
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appeal which the Jewish subjects of KiNG CHARLES recently addressed 
to that monarch. The country, as His Majesty was reminded, 
ig passing through “decisive moments.’ Before a few days are 
gone, the Rumanian Army may have crossed the frontier, the 
Jewish soldiers marching with tke rest of the troops. The Bulgarian 
Government. it was said the other day, must refuse the territorial 
demands of Roumania. because they would involve the loss of Bul- 
sarian citizensbip by many men who had fought gallantly for TSAR 
FERDINAND. But, in present corditions, the Jews who fight for the 
Rumanian cause are treated fsr less considerately. They do not run 
the danger of losing their Rumanian citizenship, fcr they have never 
been “ranted it. They have been treated as men of different clay 
from the rest of the nation—men who must make sacrifices,’ but can 
never expect © rights.’ The eddress to the King states hopefully that 
a change of mird is taking »lace, under the stress of circumstances, ° 
and that the Jews ‘‘krow full well that justice can ro longer be 
delayed We can only trust that this “mew conscience to which our 
coreligionists are looking forward will actually arise, and that tke 
national crisis may be the starting-point of a better appreciation of 
Jewish rights. The favourable sentiments of His Majesty the KING 
are well known: and it remains for Parliament to come into line with 
the Throne. So far as other Jews are concerned, they have no dearer 
wish than that Rumania skould justly settle Jewish claims in fraternal 
conjunction wit! Rumanian Jews t!emselves, and without a semblance 
of external pressure 
WE have no desire to pursue the malefactors in the Dreyfus case 
with an\ vindictive spirit. It is far better that 
bygores be bygones, and that the matter shculd 
to rest. But. as the trouble has heen 
revived, those who felt keenly on this very dark 
incident have a right to expresstheir views. The immediate cause cf 
the affaire Coming once more to the front is the re-instatement in 
the Army of Colonel DU PATY DE CLAM. Now we do rot feel any 
particular animus against this officer. But what one does fear is the 
ettect of restoring such a personality to the French Army. It was the 
Colonel who gct up the case which led to the ecnviction of DREYFUS 
at the first Coirt-Martial in 1804. His operations were spiced with 
the mcst ludicrous melcdrama, and he deferded his nefarious work 
for years against the spreading light of truth. 


An Old Ghost 


The Colonel may net have been the chief architect of the anti-Dieyfus 
plot. But we may we!! ask ourselves whether a man who had evinced 
such ideas of camaraderie end fairness, who had been mixed up in 6n 
atrecious conspiracy, and wko must be full of hitter memcries, is tke 
right kind of officer to put in command ci men of divergent crecce, 
some of whom may well be members of the race to whom, presum- 
ably, he bears ro gocd will. We should have thcught that the more 
thoroughly the Army was purged cf disintexrating elements of this 
character, the better for its »orale and efticiency. The tact that the 
affaire is row rvesponsib!c for the resignation o! six War Ministers in turn 
shows that it is easier to raise the ghost of racial hatred than to lay it. 


A VERY gratifying reccunition of the beauties of tke Jewish 
Prayer-Kook appears, (propos of a rew edition 
of the Authorised Daily Prayer-Book cf the 
United Hebrew Congregations of the British 
Empire,’ in the columns of the S;ec/ator. Evidently, the writer of 
this appreciation is somewhat surprised to find that there is so much 
that calls for praise ina non-Christian liturgy dating back from the 
Middle Ages; and, reading between the lines, so much that is to be 
preferred to tlie Christian Book of Common Prayer. “The Sabbath is 
to the Jew a day of joy. ~The sense of sin which permeates the 
Christian Praver- Book is almost absent, and the sadness and appre- 
hension of the Christian liturgy is hardly to be found.” ~ When one 
considers the tragic history of the Jewish race, the joyful tone of the 
Jewish Prayer-Book is amazing.” But the difference is easily 
accounted for. The note of the Jewish religion is distinetly optimistic, 
while that of Christianity is pessimistic. Another difference relates to 
the place of theology in the Praver-Book. Except for the short creed 
of Maimonides, which was never oficiuslily recognised- by the Jewish 
Church, although it has been poetised in the hymn of Yiv/al, there is 
nothing in our liturgy analogous to the Thirty-nine Articles or the 
English Catechism. 


The Prayer-Book. 


The Spectator writer is, moreover, struck by the fact that “the 
Hebrew worshipper does not imagine to himself a tribal God.’ The 
God of the Jew is the father of all those who are faithful unto Him, 
and His attributes are love, kindness, and mercy.” But we are 
somewhat at a loss to understand why so fair-minded a writer shoul 
regard the prayer “Guard my tongue from evil and my lips from 
speaking deceit, ar«| to all who curse me let my soul be dumb,” as 
ethically Christian. The fact that it occupies so important a place 
in the Jewish Prayer-Book, and is recited at the close of every 
Amidah, proves that, if anything, it is ethically Jewish. So that when 
he adds: “ It is impossible to deny, if an official enquiry could take 
place into the persecutions sutfered by the Jews, that the persecuted 
would appear in a more Christian light than the persecuto:s,’’ what he 
really must be understood to mean is that Christianity has borrowed 
the finest things in its ethies from Judaism. The article devotes too 
much attention to the /ihics of the Fathers, which is hardly an 
integral portion of tte Jewish Prayer-Book. The Ethics are chapters 
of the Talmud read in the synagegue on certain occasions, but they 


form no essential feature of the Jewish liturgy as such. They are nct to 
be fdurd, for instarce, in the Sabbath prayers cf the Portuguese Jews. 

YORK,” said the Rev. CHANCELLOR AUSTEN, preaching at York 
Minster recently, “owed the Jews a heavy debt, and 
if they could not blot out the shameful past, let 
them at least try to ray some of the debt.” The 
allusion is to the famous massacre of Jews in the 
city named: but the paymentof debt takes theshape, alas! of renewed 
efforts at conversion.  Tke Gertile bas slauchtered the Jew of old . 
let us make amends by spending more money on the apostasy of his 
descendants.’ This is the extraordinary, the chivalrous, line of argu- 
ment adopted by apparently rational men. What it realiy amounts to, 
of course, in practical effect is this. ~ We could not convert the Jew 
by massacre: let us seduce him from his faith by talk, reinforced, in 
practice, by bribes.’ This is, to be sure, a new way to pay old 
debts’; and Jews will prefer to give the Rev. CHANCELLOR, in advance, 
a discharge in ful), of all obligations, if only he willleave them in peace. 


New Way to 
Pay Old Debts. 


The Rev. CHANCELLOR, like so many modern conversionists, weeps 
hot tears of shame over the cruel ill-treatment of Jews. It is these 
wrongs to which he attributes their obstinate refusal to listen to con- 
versionist charmers. Then, we respectfully suggest to him that bis 
first duty is to see that a term is put to the tale of oppression. 
Let CHANCELLOR AUSTEN start a movement among Christians for 
putting an end to Jewish outlawry, pogroms, Pales of Settlement, and 
the rest of the tortures of Christendom, as enacted in Christian Russ‘a 
for example. We do not say that Jews will tolerate conversionists 
more gladly if they sueceed. But we shall at least be rid of the bitter 
mockery of a proselytising cree’ which comes with a sword in one 
band and a sermon in the other. 

A WORD of recognition is due to Dr. LEONARD HILL (the eminent 
Professor of Physiology at the london Hospital, and 
Demonstrator of Physiology at Oxford), for a very 
admirable Jeter which he sent to the //ai/y Wail in 
: defence of Shechita, and which we reproduced 
recently. We have never seen a more concise and effective statement 
of the case for the Jewish method of slaughter and of the argu- 
ments against the other methods or proposals. To tkose whore 
contentions may be summed up in the phrase “stunning before 
killing,’ Dr. HILL replies with a clear demonstration of the uncer- 
tainty of this process. To those who advocate the pistol, he 
points cut that it is difficult to get wild cattle into position so as to 
apply this methcd. On the other band, the Jewish method of cuttirg 
the throat is certain, and consciousness is instantly lost when the 
carotid arteries are severed. All. the omens, as our contributor 
“ MENTOR” has reminded us, point to a continuance cf the 
Shecliita agitation in a strengthened form, and the Jewish community 
must be prepared to meet the attack at all points. Whenit has to 
take further action it will find no more powertul ammunition than this 
letter of Dr. HILL, which is endowed with double force, seeing that it 
is a voluntary communication in the first instance, and, in the second, 
hag a brevity which will commend it to thousands of men and women 
who are too busy to delve into blue books and special reports. 

THE Zionist meeting at the Shoreditch Town Hall on Sunday 
listened to a number of speeches from certain distin 
guished speakers. But we note that the vernacu'sr 
was studiously avoided in several of these utterarces. 
One of the addresses—that of M. SoxoLow—was 
delivered partially in Hebrew, and to that there can certainly be no 
objecticn, quite the contrary. But others were spoken in German, cr 
in Yiddish, although the speakers can be eloquent in English, and 
against this method of expressing Zionist views we feel a strong 
protest ought to be made. Hebrew is the natural and legitimate

medium for the expounding of a Jewish national movement. 
But to employ. a language foreign to that of the country 


in which the meeting is held (except when the speaker has not a com- 
mand of the vernacular) is a reprebensible practice. After all, it was 
on Iinglish soil that the meeting was held, and it was the English 
language that, in the absence of Hebrew, should have been spoken. 
The best way tor Zionists to show that their movement is Jewish, and 
to avoid tle suspicion that it is the tool of some particular nationality, 
is to address their meetings either in the Jewish national tongue, or in 
the language of the country in which the meetings are he'd.

Sassoon, the Haham said that ell the friends of the Jewish Hospital movement 
were greatly indebted to the patronees for having come forward to support them.

THE RABBINATE OF THE FUTURE.

ARDINAL MANNING'S rétort to a somewhat flippant undergraduate is 
called to mind in view of the sentiment which appears to be animating 
Anglo-Jewry at the moment. “ What are you going to do in life?” 
asked the Cardinal of the undergraduate. ~ Oh, I'm going to take Holy 

Orders" was the nonchalant reply. “ Take care you get them, my son.”’ was 
the warning of the prince of the Romish Church. In the anxious excitement 
which the decision of the Rabbinate Selection Committee has set up, as to the 
‘kelihood of Dr. Hyamson or Dr, Hertz being elected Chief Rabbi. we seem in 

o stnall danger of ignoring the question as to whether we are going to geta 
*hie Rabbi at all. The apparent parodox has no reference to any discontent 
-onsequent upon, or any disgatisfaction with, the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee. Had the Committee waited until they could frame a resolution which 
would have pleased everyone, they might Lave adjourned to Willesden where, 
-n the natural order of things, the majority will meet in a future we may all 
hope may be long delayed. lt was Lord Palmerston who once praised a 
measure that was submitted to Darliament as eminently satisfactory, in that 
it satisfied nobody. The noble Lord elaborated his quip by explaining that 
no one could feel aggrieved on the score that the measure had been so 
designed as specially to meet the demands of anyone else. If we have high 
authority for bewaring when all men speak wel! of us, those of us of whom 
no one has a good word to say may find no small comfort in an adjuration 
that was framed tocurb acommon pronenessin human nature. The Selection 
Committee may congratulate themselves upon having devised a resolution 
free from the dangerous pitfall that lurks within universal applause. 


That Lord Swaythling would approve of the Committee's resolution was 
no more to be supposed than that he would restrain his inclination to find 
fault. The noble Lord bids fair to become the Mrs. Gummidge of the com- 
munity. His happiest moments seem to be those when he can either grow! at 
larve or exhibit his lofty dissent. His claim to having acted consistently in 
this Rabbinate matter has to be freely conceded. gut the virtue of 
consistency is to be found only in the kind of path to which consistency 
adheres. The man whois eternally grumbling, who will never “ play '' when he 
can t have his “ way,’ who always sulks when he is defeated, can cla‘m to be 
consistent. That is his point of view based on the tact that his course. of 
conduct never varies. ‘(thers have a less polite expression with which to 
denominate his attitude and temperament. lor years during Dr. Adler's life- 
time the Federation was quite fully aware that the Chief Rabbinate in this 
country was based upon monetary contributions. They lifted not a finger to 
alteror amend the Rabbinate constitution. They went on, content to pay little 
to and take much from the Labbinate administration. Only when their 
paying little “found its consequence in their voting little ’ did they ery out 
for an alteration. Then it was that the money basis became awkward for 
them. Lord Swaythling moved the Rabbinate Conference to alter things. \ery 
unwisely, it may be in theory, the Conference refused. Their refusal was 
probably due to the practical consideratiorPas to the undesirability at such a 
‘ritical time of agreeing to a resolution which it was more than likely had 
been framed in the interests of one constituent body of the Conference only. 
Defeated in his proposal, lord Swaythling refused to“ play.’ Despite all 
entreaties, Achilles sulked in his tent, from which he would not budge until 
the Selection Committee had come to a resolution. Nota hand would he 
zive in bringing the difficult problem to solution. His proposal of a Hoving 
‘‘ommission of Three, a third of which was to be appointed by a bcdy which 
paid about one and a quarter per cent.—Sir Stuart Samuel, Lord Swaythliny’s 
ousin, will check the calculation, please—to an institution based on monetary 
ontributions, was not the sort of “* hand” that was likely to solve the difficulty. 
‘lis Commission of Three going to and fro in the earth trying to find a perfect 
ind upright Rabbi is singularly redolent of the story of one whose patience 
st him dearly. The Commission which discovered Job was hardly a Divine 
mneception. 

Not a practical “ hand,’ be it r.poated, would Lord Swaythling give in 
ringing the difficult problem of the Rabbinate to solution. Only when the 
‘ommittee has decided as it has—wisely or unwisely matters not for the sake 
f argument—does [ord Swaythling open his mouth. It is to tell us 
‘hat if he had had the doing of things he would have done them so much 
vetter. We were aware of his opinion before he told us. Only in grumbling 
and growling docs Lord Swaythling appear disposed to contribute his views 
to the discussion. Grumblersand growlers in this matter will not help us. 
The Lord of the Federation talks of “a great and orthodox Rabbi” 
to succeed Dr. Adler. It would be useful to enquire what exactly the noble 
ord means by the expression. If it be uttered merely as a fine-sounding 
ph.ase, it is not far removed from sheer cant. Does Lord Swaythling mean 
by a great’? Rabbi some Rabbi who is distinguished ? If so, that has been 
vne plea of many of us for months past. Since Lord Swaythling thinks he 
was findable by a Roving Commission, it is pertinent to ask why he did not 
himself as Federation send out a Commission and present to the Selection 
. en the name and address of “a great and orthodox Rabbi,’’ who was 
iting to fill Dr. Adler's place. That would have been practical aid, that 
sail have been willing aid, that would have entitled Lord Swaythling to a 

hearing which his “consistency” has denied him. 


But if any Rabbi were so distinguished, so world-renowned as to be 

in that sense, really “ great,’ no Commission, even with a third of it 
” federationalised,” would be necessary to discover him. On the other hand, 
the Rabbi, whatever his qualifications, who had to be discovered by a 
Commission, could not in the nature of things be, when discovered, a 


great "’ Rabbi Lord Sw aythling 
means a Rabbi who would prove himself © great’ in the cflice that is 
about to be filled, how could any Commission, gifted though it might be with 
the foresight that would attach to it by being a third of it ‘ federationalised,”’ 
tell for certain in advance, by looking at him and hearing his qualifications, 
that he would become a great Chief Rabbi? Take a concrete case. Dr. Adler 
was a great English Chief Rabbi—the sort of which Lord Swaythling, like all 
of us, would fain wish to find the replica. But a great deal of I)r. Adler's 
greatness arose from the vast experience he gained of Anglo-Jewry. of which 
he was the religious head. Would a ( omission from, say Russia, or Germany, 
or l'rance, or Italy, meeting Dr. Adler, have been able to say with anything 


approaching certainty, that for any of those countries he would have proved a 
great Rabbi?

The way out with Lord Swaythling’s objection—if the noble Lord cone 
sistently abides by his last speech—is for us to see to it that the new Chief 
Rabbi becomes “ great.’ Orthodox we may be sure he will be, whichever of 
the two candidates, whose names have been put forth by the Selection Com. 
mittee, is ultimately chosen. To become a" great’’ Rabbi, however, is a 
matter of time in certain favourable conditions not entirely dependent on the 
Chief Rabbi. Lord Swaythling must therefore wait and see’ whether the 
Chief Rabbi chosen becomes “ great.’’ That is possible to any man, though 
admittedly is more likely in one already distinguished. Time and opportunity 
will alone prove the man. Lord Swaythling must give the new Chief Rabbi 
a chance of becoming “ great."’ [ut he ought not in the meantime to snigger 
and sneer at those who, in not selecting distinguished Kabbis as candidates, have 
not provided us with one of the likely chances of our having a “ great” Chief 
Kiabbi. These men have done, according to their lights, the work Lord 
Swaythling shirked. 

We must leave Lord Swaythling waiting and seeing. Let us revert toa 
more important consideration. In ‘deciding to choose a Chief Rabbi we ought 
tosee that the community is not any surer about getting one than was Cardinal 
Manning's undergraduate certain of getting Holy Orders by taking them. The 
Chief Rabbi connotes something more than an individual. The appointment 
of (hief Rabbi ought to mean for us sorfething infinitely bigger than the 
question of the personality of him upon whom the title is to be conferred. It is 
just in relation to that something infinitely bigger that the personality and the 
title matter greatly. That something which is much greater than the election 
of the individual who is to be called Chief Rabbi the community must supply. 
\nless, indeed, all the work and the striving and the labour, the heart-burning 
and the anxiety of the last eighteen months are to be in vain and for nought. 
When the Electoral College has cast its vote, it will not have formed the 
Rabbinate. At that point it will just about have begun the process. Not 
communal re-organisation must follow. for we have had no organisation to 
which to attach the pretix. The lack of system which has been rife for the 
last half-century must be ended or mended. A communal cult which went 
by the honoured name of the sainted dead and which, on that account cannot 
here be put into terms, still lives and must be killed. The Rabbinate and not 
the Chief Rabbi of the future’ must be the sun, the moon, and the stars 
in the communal! ecclesiastical galaxy. No Chief Rabbi in the future must be 
allowed to concentrate within himself powers that reason demands can safely be 
entrusted only to a Rabbinate. Young men entering upon careers designed to 
fit them for the Ministry must not be choked by discouragement and strangled 
by disheartening with the set object of their being brought to a level of 
dead mediocrity in case they might perchance twinkle rather more brightly 
than an average luminary in comparison with the great light. Tothore young 
men trained here in our midst, children of our own congregations, we have to 
look for the Chief Rabbi of the future. We must behave to them accordingly. 
Not again must the community be compelled to the suggestion of choosing a 
Chief Rabbi from over the seas or of seeking one somewhere, anywhere on 
the Swaythling-Commission-to-and-fro-in-the-earth principle. soldat 
francais porte dans sa gtherne le baton de maréchal is a principle as equally 
applicable to communal organisation as to the disposition of any army that 
means to get the very best that is possible out of the soldiers composing it. 


And the disposition that in the cult has manifested itself to deny to able 
earnest, ,calous, and hard-working Ministers their rightful © place in the sun,” 
condemning them to eat out their hearts in lives spent beneath a dark, damp 
cloud of constant dehortation—that, if not dead must be now put to effectual 
slaughter—f it lives it must be killed. The Rabbinate needs to gather within 
its folds every atom of assistance, every scrap of labour that it can Jay hands 
on. It must extract from each and all of our Ministers, by encouragement, 
by equality of opportunity, the ut:nost of which they are capable. Every man 
of them cannot be Chief Rabbi, but all of them can find place, nay, must find 
place in the Rabbinate. The scheme with this in view propounded by the Con- 
ference of Ministers was roughly handled by Lord Rothschild. It is more than 
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probable that when he spoke he felt he had something more urgent to do than 
carefully to study thescheme. M aybe he was prompted to what he said by some 
who had not troubled to understand it in the best of its hidden meanings. The 
fault, however, was not Lord Rothschild’s. The blame was with the Ministers 
themselves. They presented their scheme at an inopportune moment, and 
exibited it laden and basted” with teasing and complicated details. The 
object of the scheme was as laudable as its presentation to the public was 
execrable. The corner-stone of the scheme was the Chief Rabbi. When 
we have appointed to that oflice it is to be hoped that Ministers will 
press their scheme with vigour, amended and recast in the meantime, and at 
least shorn of redundant detail. 


Electing or selecting a future Chief Rabbi will not give us the future 
Rabbinate. A Chief Rabbi in the future without a Rabbinate, not a mere 
nominal arrangement as it has been in the past, but a reality as it should be 
in the future, will be of little use to the community. From the cult the 
doctrine of which teaches otherwise we have suffered grievously in the past. 
During the last year and a half it has caused us exquisite pain and deep 
shame. Our immediate business is to be rid of it. The community will be 
rid of it when it has constituted a Rabbinate of which the appointing of a 
Chief Rabbi is the first step. If it is the first step that counts there can be 
no counting till the first step be taken. That is one reason why the first step 
must not be further delayed. That first step is long overdue. We must 
make the best of the material we have been able to obtain, and that applies 
to the Chief Rabbi, as well as to those who with him must go to form the

IMPORTANT EDUCATIONAL APPOINTMENT. 
MISS A. F. MARKS, B.A., H.M. INSPECTOR.

Miss Amy F. Marks, B.A., who for over five years has held the responsible 
position of headmistress of the girls’ department of the Jews’ Free School, has 
just received an important appointment under the Board of Education. She is 
to enter shortly on ber new duties as “ H.M. Inspector being appointed to the staff 
- the Chief Woman Inspector, and assigned for duty in the Elementary Schools 

ection.” 

Mies Marks’s appointment is the more interesting, as she is the first Jewess to 
hold an inspectorship. The popular headmistress of the largest school of its kind 
in this country has had a remarkably distinguished scholastic career, and her pro. 
motion is a fitting tribute to ber academic qualification, her ability as an organiser, 
and her work as a leading educationist. 

It is not inappropriate here to give a few particulars of Miss Marks’s early 
career. She was educated at the King Ldward Grammar School, Birmingham, 
and later at the King Edward High School of the same city. Subsequently, she 
entered the Mason’s University College at Birmingham, where she was successful 
in obtaining several coveted prizes. Finally, she proceeded to the Cambridge 
Training College for Secondary Teachers. She had previously taken her B.A. 
(London) Degree at the early age of nineteen, obtaining a first class in each of the 
matriculation, intermediate, and final examinations. She gained the Cambridge 
University Teachers’ Diploma, practical and theoretical, being awarded honours 
in the practical portion of the examination. 

Miss Marks was appointed Vice-Mistress of the School in September, 1901, 
and succeeded to the Headmistresship in August, 1907. Her striking personality 
and the thoroughness which characterises the work she undertakes has been of 
the greatest advantage to the School, and under her able guidance the girls’ depart- 
ment has earned the highest encomiums of Inspectors who regard it as one of the 
most efficient girls’ schools in the country.

THE DEED OF FOUNDATION AND TRUST.

To THE Epitor.—From “ WARNING.” 

S5ik,—I would earnestly urge on the Electoral College for the Rabbinate 
the necessity of obtaining from the new Chief Rabbi, before election, his 
formal assent to a most essential condition. 

The Deed of Foundation and Trust confers on the Chief Rabbi vast 
personal powers. These powers will remain intact, unless there is a distinct 
understanding to the contrary. 

The Electoral College should ask of the new Chief Rabbi his under- 
taking to exercise those powers only in co-operation with such Ecclesiastical 
Council as may hereafter be appointed. 

Unless this is done all the old difficulties will remain. 


MR. ELLIS K. YATES, of Liverpool, desires us to state that he was present 
at the meeting of the Selection Committee held on January 12th, although his 
name was omitted from the communicated report published by us in our last 
issue.—Just before going to press yesterday week, we sent to Lord Swaythling at his 
request a proof of our report of his observations at the meeting of the Federation 
of Synagogues on the previous evening. An addition which his lordship made to 
the proof as printed was not clearly placed, and appeared to be totally inconsistent 
with the letter and spirit oi the rest of the speech. As we had no time to refer 
further to his lordship before going to press, we omitted that correction. The 
words which his lordship had appended are as follows: “ Of the three candidates 
they had selected one who, as far as his information goes, entailed the greatest 
risk tothe anity of the community.

Mr. E. P. DAVIS, in associating himself with the sentiments expressed by Sir 
Adolph Tack, said that the readiness of the members in supporting the Testi- 
monial Committee was sufficient evidence of the high appreciation felt by them and 
the good work performed on behalf of the synagogae by Mr. Isaacs. He spoke of 
his long colleagaeship with Mr. Isaacs, and referred to the harmony that had 
always existed between them. In point of years he thought Mr. Isaacs had 
created a record as an honorary officer of a synagogue. 

Mrs. ISAACS having expressed her grateful thanks to the management, Mr. 
ISAACS, who was visibly affected, also returned thanks. He asked Sir Adolph 
Tack to convey to the general body of members of the synagogue his sense of the 
gratitude he felt at their kindoess in remembering him on the occasion of his 
golden wedding. He assured them that no work was more congenial to him than 
the work he was able to perform on behalf of the synagogue they all cherished, and 
added that he had .he most p'easant recollections of his association with former 
and present workers at Hallam Street.

Mr. Isaacs is a generous 
supporter of all good causes, and some years ago presented a marble tablet to his 
synagogue.

As our readers know, the vote of censure had been passed on the Hon. Officers 
of the Board of Management by a large section of the congregation, because of 
their refusal to allow a contest for the first readership of the synagogue, and for 
_ submitting the name of one candidate to the general body of seatholders for 
election.

Blest with such a remarkable combination of rare qualities and characteristics, he strove 
and strove successfully to pursue and to carry out the ideals of a truly Jewish and a truly 
civic life. In the sphere of education, of social service. and of philanthropy, both the 
Jewish and the general aspects appealed to him with eqnal force. His inspiring pioneer 
work extended in both directions. He took an active interest in the welfare of Jewish 
schools and the training of Jewish children. “Bat he was also keenly concerned in the 
veneral educational system of the country more especially in regard to technical training, 
which he helped to stimulate and to promote. He interested himself.in the labour 
problems of our own people, and more especially of our Jewish youths. He endeavoured 
Lo relieve sole of the dir idvery of the apprenticibg Sy stem by the introduction into it of 
the human touch of personal service and personal sympathy. But he also made a bold 
ind original contribution towards the mitigation of the general problems of labour, and 
the hardships of unemployment in this country by his ideas and experiences 
in the organisation of Labour Exchanges. UHe actively identified himself with speci 
fically Jewish charitable movements, uotably those which had for their object 
the improvement in the conditions and chances of our persecuted Nusso-Jewish 
immigrants, the relief of the poor, the help of the aged needy, and the bringing up of young 
orphans. Bat he associated himself no less assidaously with the general movements for 
the amelioration of the living conditions of the working classes, and the protection ot 
the rights of the weak and the oppressed. He was a true and faithful son of Israel, 
who, by his intense interest in Jewish canses, became a blessing to our people, and by his 


wider and more extensive activities made the name Jew respected among our fellow- 
countrymen.

Isut amidst the many and varied forms of activity, both Jewish and general, which 
claimed the attention of our late lamented friend,.and which were privileged to attract 
his untiring efforts and zeal there are two in particular in the field of Jewish 
philanthropy and of Jewish education, which will stand ont as living and lasting mona 
ments to his noble qualities of heart and mind. The one is his work in connection with 
the great London Hospital in the Mile End Road, that huge home of humanity, of 
mercy and loving-kindness; the noble services which he rendered, as member of the 
House Committee, to the afflicted poor of our coreligionists who seek relief at this temple 
of holiness, this house of God, the intluence which he constantly and continuously 
brought to bear in order to secure the etlicient administration of the Hebrew wards, and 
the bodily and mental comforts of the patients, the wonderfal zeal and painstaking 
earnestness with which he devoted himself to this work of genuine Gemilut 
Hasidim, will be accounted to him as_ righteousness in the _ heavenly 
home to which he has now been translated. And the second achievement 
which will remain as a memento of his deep regard for the higher needs of 
our people, but as a reflection of his communal statesmanehip, of his love of unity and 
peace, of his deep insight into the possibilities of commanal organisation, are his labours 
in helping to found the Jewish Religious Education Board, and his successful efforts in 
securing the harmonious cooperation and united aid of the different sections of Metro- 
politan Jewry in the supply of a generally admitted communal need. And now this man 
of mind and heart, of energy and zeal, of richness of ideas and the capacity to carry 
them into effect has been taken hence. His spirit, his soul, has taken its flight into the 
reals above to shelter under the wings of the Shechina. And we here remain to 
lament the loss. But Nathaniel Louis Cohen, though no longer with us on earth, is not 
dead. He lives; for the apright and the jnst are called living even after death, say our 
sages. Helivesin the lives of those he has left behind. He lives in the life of his 
gracious and noble widow, who was to him so devoted, loving and inspiring a helpmeet, 
ever striving to make his home a foretaste of heaven upon earth; in the lives of his 
distinguished sons and his gifted daughters, all imbued with similar ideals to those which 
filled the heart and mind of him they loved and lost. He lives in the resolve, which 
they have already so clearly manifested, to carry on the old traditions of their noble

SOME TRIBUTES. 
The London County Council. 


Exceptionally warm tributes were paid to the late Mr. N. L. Cohen from both 
sides of the Chamber, as wellas by the Chairman (Lord Cheylesmore), at last 
Tuesday's meeting of the London County Council. 

Mr. CYRIL JACKSON (Municipal Reform leader), moved in sympathetic terms 
that the condolences of the Council should b3 conveyed to Mrs. Cohen and her 
family. He said that Mr. Cohen was one of the kindest-hearted and best of men, 
and they all had felt for him a high degree of personal affection. 

Sir JOHN BENN (Progressive leader), in seconding the resolution, referred to 
the distinguished services rendered by the great family of Cohen to the Council. 
He had had the honour of the friendship of everyone of the three brothers that 
had been with then—Sir Benjamin Cohen, Mr. Alfred Cohen, and Mr. Nathaniel 
Cohen. All would agree they were characterised by kindness of heart 
and had displayed all the qualities of the ideal citizen. The memory which 
Mr. Nathaniel Coben had left behind would be one of the moat fragrant 
in connection with the ‘ suncil. No member of the Council tad 
succeeded so well in maintaining the friendship of the whole Conncil. 
Even when he was firing shots into the Progressive enemy the Pro- 
gressives enjoyed the attack as much as his political friends. Sir John 
mentioned an incident “to show the real kindness of this good man.” One day, 
he said, Mr. Cohen came to him and remarked that one of his (Sir John’s) 
colleagues was not looking well, and appeared to want a holiday. “Is he in a posi 
tion to take it,” he asked. Sir John answered “No.” “Then,” said Mr. Cohen, 
“can you manage to give him a ten pound note without his knowing whence it 
came”? Sir John andertook to do so; the money was delivered and the holiday 
taken. He (Sir John) mentioned this as an instance of doing good by stealth. 

Mr. STUART SANKEY (senior member for the City, which Mr. Cohen had 
represented on the Council) remarked that the exact attribute of Mr. Cohen which 
struck them all in the Council was the personal esteem and affection which all 
members of the Council bestowed upon him. (Cheers Those feelings existed 
equally inthe City. The respect and affection felt for him, not alone among 
members of his own faith, were extremely marked. 

The resolution of condolence was carried by the Council upstanding.

Perhaps after all that bas been said of the late Nathaniel |.. Cohen in the 
varied aspects of his character, a tribute different from the rest may be paid by 
one of the Ministers of the congregation to which he belonged. Mr. Cohen held 
no official position.in the Ccntral Synagogue. Yet it was always a pleasure 
to him to give uastinted praise to and appreciation of a Minister's service 
so that it was a delight to read prayers in his presence. Like his lamented brother, 
the late Lionel Cohen 72°93? PTY TDi, Nathaniel Cohen was only too pleased 
to find occasion for praise, and his criticism, wiien necessary, was sweeter than 
the commendation of another, for he had a gentle and fatherly manner and one 
could not but feel that there was trae guidance and sincere friendship in bis advice. 
By the winning charm and grace of his manner, and by the arts of courtesy and 
gentleness did he contrive that duty should be well done. He never failed after 
the service on the Day of Atonement, either to bring or send a kind and considerate 
message thanking the Minister for the conduct of the service and to enquire how 
he felt the strain. His presence inspired respect, his manner confidence, and his 
acquaintance love. I have occasion torevere his memory for many acts of kindness 
during thirty years. The synagogue could have suffered no severer loss than his. 
May he rest in peace, and may (:od send comfort and consolation to the bereaved.

The Rev. Haris COHEN, in the course of bis sermon at the (entra! “Synagogne on 
Sabbath last, reminded his hearers that the late Nathaniel Louis Coben had. like his 
father before him, been one of the pillars of that synagogue, and had always evinced the 
deepest interest in its welfare. His departure would not only be felt in that place of 
worship, nor alone in the district where he resided. [lis removal was a distinct loss to 


Anglo-Jewry, and even beyond the community would his help and activity be sorely 
missed. 

In conclading his sermon last Sabbath at the East london Synagogue, in the course 
of which the Rev. J. F. Stern referred to the appointment of the two additional assistant 
Ministers to be associated with the synagogue and to take part in the work of the district, 
Mr. Stern said To-day we mourn the loss of two. veteran workers in our community 
to whose memory a word of tribute should be spoken from this pulpit the one a 
Minister of the synagogue, and the other an eminent lay worker, whose’ life was 
bound up in the interests of his people. loth, in different fields, were fellow 
workers. of my own, both personal friends, whose friehdship was very real and very 
highly valued. One of the first tasks I undertook outside the synagogue when [ first 
came to Stepney was to assist my senior colleague, the Kev. Berman Herliner in 
examining the pulpits of our Jews’ Infant Schools in Hebrew and religion; one of the 
first laymen to hold out the hand of friendship to me in those early days of inexperience 
was Nathaniel Louis Cohen. oth these men remained my friends to the end, and from 
both I received much encouragement and many tokens of the reality of their friendship. 
For many years Mr. Herliner, as Hon. Secretary of the Committee of Ministers, 


made the arrangements for the services on the High Holy days which have 
been of so mach religions advantage to our children of East London; for 
many years Nathaniel Cohen, as a Vice-President of, and an active worker 


on behalf of our Stepney Jewish Schools, took the liveliest interest in oar Stepney boys 
and girls, and spared himself no effort to show his solicitade in all that concerned their 
welfare. Nathaniel Cohen was the pioneer in many a new departure, the wisdom of 
which came to be generally acknowledged, and it was due to his foresight and enterprise 
that the subject of technical education came to be included in the curriculnm of our 
local Jewish schools, and to his influence as a governor of the People's Palace that 
facilities were first afforded to our Stepney boys to obtain that practical 
knowledge of the use of tools and machinery which has been of snch great 
advantage to many of them in the avocations which they have followed on entering upon 
their work in life. The sympathy of our people in East London goes ont to those 
who were near and dear to these departed workers in the service of our faith and our 
ene op May they find their consolation in the knowledge that those they loved have 

en called to reap the reward of their labours on earth, aud may their path of life be 
illumined by the examples of those whose lives are now bound up in the bond of life 
everlasting.-At the service held in the Jewish Wards of the London Hospital on 
Saturday afternoon, Mr. Stern spoke a few words to the patients on Mr. Cohen's work 
for the Hospital. —

THE SILENT POGROM IN RUSSIA. 
impoverished Jewry. Terrible Accounts. 
‘From our Correspondent.) 


The famons Itussian writer, Tan, has published in the official Liberal organ, 
the Nefcl, bis impressions of the life of the Jewa in the Pale, with special illastra- 
tions from the typical Wilna Ghetto (graphic accounts of the terrible condition of 
the Jewish poor in Wilna were also once given in the third Duma). The cellar 
bomes of the poor in that city he described as caves, and the inbabitants he styled 
subterranean people. Every room, he stated, was overcrowded with “ hungry, 
miserable, and weak, almost dying residents.” Meat never finds its way to these 
unfortunate Jews, and even an extra piece of bread is considered a luxury by them. 
In many instances the heads of the families were in America, the women and 
children having been left in the “caves” with the hope of a speedy release from 
their intolerable poverty. 


THE LAND AND THE JEWS.—STERN ORDER. 


The vivid accounts from the pen of M. Tan have even attracted the attention 
of the Novoe Vremva. The anti-Semitic organ ventured to accuse the 
more fortunate Jews of having themselves exploited their brethren, ignoring 
the real cause of Jewish poverty, the silent economic problem it advocates almost 
daily in its own colamns. Under the pretext of alleged Jewish monopolisation of 
land in certain provinces, the paper also continues to demand active measures 
against the ownership of land by our coreligionista, and the provincial authorities 
are not slow in accepting ite advice. Thus, at Yarug (Podolia), last week, six 
Jews were ordered to remove their houses from the land bought by them thirty 
years ago, and to return it to its former Christian owners. 

Acts of this type. as well as the ecunomic boycott of Jews and the expulsions, 
swell the roll of the Jewish poor to the extent pictured by M. Tan. 


THE COUNTER BOYCOTT OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

In face of the horrifying accounts of the struggle of the Jews in Rassia in 
earning their daily bread, the courage exhibited by the Jewish timber merchants 
in Volhynia deserves special admiration. 1! have already referred to their refusal 
to participate in the sale by auction of the Government forests on account of the 
difticnlties placed by the police in the way of the representatives of the merchants 
in their residence iu the forest areas. The Jewish merchants made the grant of 
conces3icas regarding the right of domicile of their representatives a direct con- 
dition to participating in the sale. The Government ignored their demand and 
appointed another day for the sale of the forests. The Jews replied with the 
continuation of the boycott of the sale, and the second attempt of the authorities 
ended as disastrously as the first, the sale having been declared abandoned. Thus 
the Jews, with no little sacrifice in their trade concerns, scored a moral victory 
over the authorities. | 

THE REGISTRATION OF JEWISH MERCHANTS. 


The Russian New Year saw the ushering in of the contrivance of the former 
Minister of the Interior in the Jewish commercial world, namely, the registration 
books for those Jewish merchants and their representatives who are entitled to live 
outside the Pale for a part of the year only. The introduction of this clamsy 
method, whereby the police will always bs able to harass the movements of Jewish 
tradesmen, has been preceded by strict circulars to the authorities, ordering the 
expulsion of those Jews who fail to comply with the regulations. bat even 
without the new books our coreligionists were sufficiently overburdened in all 
their movements with documents which they dared not leave behind. Last week 
a doctor ‘Kamensky), of Miask, was extied from the capital for leaving his 
diploma at home. The evidence of his friends as regards his qualifications was 
of no avail! 

Jewish merchants of every description have been prohibited to remain in the 
Kursk villages, and the local Governor, Muratov, was rewarded by the Tsar on 
the occasion of the New Year by the Stanislav Order, bis only achievements during 
the year having been the thoroughness of the Jewish persecution in the province. 

At Nicolaieff, the refusal of the authorities to issue trading certificates to Jews 
unable to prove their long terms of residence in the city has compelled our 
coreligionists to seek the aid of the State Controller to bring the matter before the 
Cabinet. In the Kremenetz district, trade 1s at a standstill owing to the continued 
expulsions of Jews contrary to the orders from St. Petersburg. Finally, though 
the agitation of the subsidised Nationalist organs and the Real Russians in some 
Bessarabian townlets to convert the latter into villages failed at Tolmaz, it bas 
scored a success at tomanovka, a place which even the Senate once recognised as 
a townlet. 

ANOTHER APPEAL BY MERCHANTS, 

The Odessa merchants have despatched another united appeal to the Govern- 

ment to abandon the registration books for their Jewish colleagues. 


THE DISTRESS IN TURKEY AND THE BALKANS. 
Relief Fund in America. 


At a recent meeting of the American Jewish Committee held in Philadelphia, 
@ report was presented upon the distressing situation of the Jews in Turkey and 
the Balkans, and on the steps taken in co-operation with European organisations 
to ameliorate their conditions. In response to the appeal issued by the Committee 
to the American public for contributions, over 18,000 dollars had been raised, and, in 
addition, 5,000 dols. had been appropriated from the Russian Massacres Fund, all 
of which has been forwarded through the Hi/fsverein der Deutschen Juden (Berlin). 

At the same meeting, the Chairman (Mr. Louts Marshall) reported that an 
order from the Supreme Court of the State of New York had been issued, directing 
that the balance of the fuad raised by the Committee for the relief of sufferers by 
Russian massacres, and amounting to about 190,000 dols., be transferred to the 
American Jewish Committee. It was determined that this Fund shall be known 
ag the :mergency Relief Fand. This Fand and the income therefrom will be 
devoted to the alleviation of the consequences of persecution of Jews in any part 
of the world, to render them all lawful assistance in- the event of the threatened 
or actual invasion or restriction of their rights, and to afford relief from calamities 
affecting Jews wherever they may occur. 

At its meeting on the 8th inst., in Paris, the Central Committee of the Alliance 
Israélite Universelle voted further sums for the benefit of the sufferers by the war, 
namely, 10,000 francs for Bulgarian Jews, and 5,000 francs for Jews who have 
tled to Salonika. 


BNEI BRITH PRESENTATION TO PRESIDENT TAFT. 
Tribute to the Jews. 


Last April the Executive Committee of the Order of Bnei Brith, at a meeting 
held in Berlin, decided that a gold medal be annually awarded to the man or 
woman, regardless of creed, who bad contributed most during the year to the 
welfare of the Jewish cause. Accordingly a medal was voted to President Taft. 
The presentation was made recently at the White House in Washington by Mr. 
Adolph Kraus, President of the Order. In acknowledging the gift, Mr. Taft said 
in part :— 

Upon the Jewish people, it is not necessary for me to pronounce eulogium. 

In their just pride of their ancestry, those of us who are not of the Jewish 

people have to be humble. The genius, the strength of your race, the patience, 

and the persistence with which you pursue your purpose to maintain your 
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rights and exalt your race—all make yours an exceptional history in the history 
of the world. The persecutions to which vou have been subjected because of 
your religion have in a sense doubtless developed the character and tenacity of 
your race, but it needs a free country like the United States to develop the 
flower and enable you to show to the world at large the wonderful capacity of 
the race as supporters of law and order in a Government of freedom and a 
Government that insists upon equality before the law. My father wasa | nitarian 
and I was brought upin thatfaith. Across the street from the Unitarian Church 
in Cincinnati was the Jewish synagogue, of which the Rev. Isaac M. Wise was 
Rabbi. Our clergymen exchanged palpits, s0 in my boyhood days I sat at the 
feet of Dr. Wise in the Unitarian Charch, and listened to sermons which be 
delivered in the pulpit of that Church. It is, thérefore, not to be supposed 
that there is any prejadice of auy sort in my mind or that there was anything 
but impatience at the suggestion of a prejudice that may exist in narrow 
minds. There is not any donbt but that a race like yours, as civilisation goes, 
will forge to the front and overcome the inequalities and persecutions that 
anfortunately continue to exist in some countries. This is as certain as the 
day, and it is @ great satisfaction that this movement of the Jews upward and 
onward to complete and world-wide recognition of their merit and to social 
jastice everywhere has had its most saccessfal impulse in this country. I 
shall treasure this evidence as one of the greatest honours and as one of the 
greatest pleasures of my administration. 


THE HEBREW UNION COLLEGE AT CINCINNATI. 
Dedication of the New Buildings. 


This is a great week for Cincinnati. In that city are gathered many of the 
most prominent Rabbis and laymen of America, foremost among the tirst category 
’r. Eaail G. Hirsch and Dr. D. Philipson, and among the latter Mr. Jacob Schiff 
and Mr. E. L. Heinsheimer. The assemblage is great in number and in quality, 
and the occasion is worthy of this demonstration. The new buildings bave been 
in use for some months, and l had the honour of giving a course of lectures. within 
their beautiful precincts. But on January 22ad they were to be formally dedi 
cated. Magnificently planned, and occupying a lofty site vis: vis the | niversity. 
the College may claim to be the finest ever yet erected as a [iabbivical school. 
| have seen the buildings in Ibreslau, Berlin, Buda-Pesth. Vienna. and New York, 
but none of these can compare now with the College in Cincinnati 

It is not necessary to chronicle the history of thia monument to the construc 
tive genius of Isaac Mayer Wise. Suffice it to say, the Colleve was founded under 
the egis of the Union of American Il+brew Congregations, which first saw the 
light in 1873. In that year the College was planned, an it was opened in 1875. 
The scheme was to require the students to obtain a secular degree by attending 
courses at the University in the forenoon, aud a Rabbinic degree by receiving 
theological instruction at the College in the afternoon. This twofold curriculum 
was, and remains, a great strain on the students, but it is a strain that has to be 
borne more or less by all students in all Rabbinic seminaries nowadays. ‘lnat 
the Cincinnati men were able to give a good account of themselves from the first 
is evidenced by the calibre of the tirat graduation class in 18%3, the four Rapbbis 
then ordained being Israel Aaron, Henry Berkowitz, Joseph Krauskopf, and David 
Philipson—a# brilliant enough group! 

Dr. 1. M. Wise produced bis results in the face of the utmost difticnlty. The 
College premises were inadequate, and so was the teaching staff. Bat his personal 
force of character inspired a love and veneration which even to-day astonish the 
stranger who, not having known Wise, hears hie students speak of their old 
master. Few men of recent decades have exercised such intinence. Nowadays 
the College is better provided as regards buildings and staff. In the President, 
lr. K. Kobler, it bas one of the greatest scholars of ourage;: in Dr. Dentscha 
historian fall of varied lore; in Dr. Neumark a philcsopher of distinctlon; in 
rs. Grossman, Lauterbach, and Buttenweiser men of acknowledged ability. 
Besides these there are two new-comers, younger men, graduates of the College, 
Dr. J. Morgenstein and Dr. H. Englander, who are providing jast the necessary 
‘inks between the generations. 

These men will inspire the new generation as Isaac M. Wise ingpired the old. 
The present body of students inclades many young men of promise. They may 
be expected to rank with their predecessors in ability and earnestness. These 
\nalities characterise the graduates al! over the United States. They are fall of 
Jewish feeling, of Jewish knowledge, and of Jewish energy. Some have been 
surprised in England at the qualities revealed by Mr. Mattuck. He is of course 
a fine example of the type of man produced by the Hebrew Union College. But 
‘rom him, English Jews may realize what that type is. At all events, after 
travelling through the length and breadth of America, | can assert that justas the 
‘ounder of the College regarded himself as a constructor, so the students of the 

ilege are building up a genuine Judaism on the surest foundations. Let not

TURKISH JEWISH PRISONERS OF WAR AT BELGRADE. 
Liberation Ordered. 
[From our Correspondent. 


SALONIKA. 
I am pleased to report that an order has been issued for the liberation of the 
vish prisoners of war belonging to Salonika, wbo have been interned at 
cigrade. They are being sent back to their homes. Although I am 
‘‘thout direct information on the subject, I have no doubt that this order 
‘vphes equally to Jewish prisoners who come from other parts of Turkey. The 


initiative was taken here by our Chief Rabbi who waited on M. Balonktchitch, the 
Servian Consul at Salonika. The Consul informed the Chief Rabbi that he 
would do everything in his power to bring about the desired object, and to 
this end he proceeded to \skub, accompanied by M. Pinto, a teacher at the 
Jewish School in Belgrade. M. J. Molho, of this city, travelled to Belgrade also 
with the object of secaring the release of the prisoners, and I have just learnt that 
the Chief Rabbi has received from him a telegram announcing that the combined 
efforts made in this direction have met with success. 

\t the request of the Chief Rabbi, the Consul-General for Austria in this city, 
Herr Kral, bas recommended the agency of the Austrian Lloyd at Durazzo, which 
is now in the hands of the Servians, to facilitate the transport here of the Jewish 
prisoners, about twenty in number, now at that port. 


M. KASSO’S INQUIRY ON THE EDUCATION OF RUSSIAN JEWS. 
Shameful Question. 
[From our Correspondent. } 


M. Kasso, the Minister of Education, has addressed an inquiry to the Manici- 
palities in connection with his Bill on the creation of secondary schools exclusively 
for Jews. The Miniater invited the Town Councils’ opinions on the scheme, and 
asked for their view as to whether the Jewish students in the Government 
gymnasia, though limited in numbers, were still able to exercise a bad influence 
oa the Christian students. So far, the reply from Ekateriooslav alone has trans- 
pired; they rejected the Ministerial scheme and the suggestion of the evil 
intiuence of the Jews. 

The qaestion of the exile from the city of the Jews in the Karsk gymnasia 
whose fathers did not possess the right of domicile has been settled favourably in 
the case of the older students only.’ They will be allowed to finish their course, 
bat the younger ones will have to leave Karsk at the end of the current educa. 
tional year. | 

Eight Chedarim, with about a thousand girls on the rolls, have been closed at 
Lodz. 

Three Hebrew teachers and forty parents of pupils have been sent to prison 
for periods ranging between a month and a fortnight in connection with the dis. 
covery of alleged illegal Chedarim at Chorosh: (I}ielostok). 

At Kteff, on the other hand, the Jewish Education Society last week scored a 
great success in obtaining permission to open uew Chedarim after an interval of 
several years. 

IEWISHE EDUCATION CONIFEBENCE AT ST. PETERSBURG. 

Recently, an Education Conference convened by the Jewish Education 
Society took place at St. Petersburg. Many provincial delegates, including the 
great Hebrew poet, M. Bialik, were present. In his presidential address, M. 
Halpern referred to the fiftieth anniversary of the establishment of the Jewish 
Education Society, and dwelt on the necessity of the reformation of the Chedarim 
in Rassia on the lines of the report of the special commission which recently 
inve-tigated their condition. Practical steps were adopted with the view to 
elfscting the necessary improvements in the Cnedarim, to organise the Hebrew 
teachers, and to publish pedagogic literature for them. 

A jubilee education fand will also be established, which, it is hoped, will 
place the Society in a sound financial position and render it more or less indepen. 
dent of grants from other organisations. 

THE SUCCESS OF A RUSSIAN JEWESS. 

The Ministry has sanctioued the petition of the Kieff University to allow the 
Jewess Abramovitch to continue her successfal studies in mathematics with the 
view to attaiming the rank of lecturer. In conaection with this success it 1s 
interesting to note that the Women’s Conference in St. Petersburg has entered an 
emphatic protest against the anti-Jewish restrictions in the educational institu. 
tions, and one speaker, Madame Boduen de Courtenais burat into tears at the 
sufferings of the Jews. 


MISSION OF MR. ELKAN ADLER AND DR. PAUL NATHAN. 
Audience of the King and Queen of Bulgaria. 


In our last issue we printed a telegram from the “ Hilfsverein ” recording the 
arrival at Belgrade of Mr. Elkan N. Adier and Dr. Paul Nathan, who are 
accompanied by Dr. Bernard Kabn as Secretary, and their intention to proceed 
thence to Sofia. The importance of their mission—to organise the relief of the 
Jewish sufferers by the war—bas been recogaised in august circles at Sofia, for 
we learn that on l*riday last the delegates were received by the King and ‘()uecn 
of Bulgaria. ‘They were presented to their Majesties by Dr. L/brenpreis, the Chief 
Rabbi. 


THE PASSPORT QUESTION IN RUSSIA. 
An American Visit.—A Likely Appeal to the Hague Tribunal.

The well-known American journalist and authority on trade and commerce, 
Mr. George Clark, bas arrived at St. Petersburg. It is believed that his visit is 
connected with the negotiations for a new treaty. Mr. Clark declared that the 
\ gited States will not yield on the passport question, and that should Russia 
persist in rejecting the American view, the Government of the United States will 
appeal to the Hagae Tribunal for a decision as to whether it was jastified in 
claiming fair treatment of its Jewish citizens wishing to go to Russia, and whether 
such a demand constitated interference in the internal affairs of another country. 


EDUCATIONAL DISABILITIES OF THE JEWS IN INDIA, 
Deputation to the Hon. E. S. Montagu, M.P.

CALCUTTA. 
A deputation of four members, namely, the Rev. E. M. D. Cohen, Messrs. 
M. A. Sassoon, Ezra Arakie, and I. J. Cohen, Honorary Secretaries of the Jewish 
synagogues and schools in Calcutta, waited on the Hon. E. 5. Montagu, Under 
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Secretary of State for India, on the 3let December, at Government Honse in con. 
nection with the educational disabilities of Jews in India. The deputation pointed 
out that the Government, while recogvising the Jewish Girls’ School as a European 
institation, aod Jewish scholars of that echool as European, bad classed Jewish 
scholars in other schools as non-Earopean. The deputation, therefore, asked the 
Uader-Secretary for the amelioration of the educational hardships from which 
Jews suffered in India only. The Under-Secretary replied that he felt eure that if 
they persisted in ventilating their grievances before the proper authorities they 
would no doubt, as a community, obtain the rights they had been enjoying in the 
past, and that full justice would be ascorded to them by British administrators. 


AN AUSTRIAN PHILANTHROPIST RAISED TO THE 
PEERAGE. 
The Emperor of Austria bas raised to the peerage, with the title of Baron, 
the well-known financier in Vieona, Here Eduard Svitver. He recently wave the 
munificent sum of 500,000 crowns to the Austrian Ked Cross Society.

they do not act accordingly? The boycott of the Jews is uot only unjust bat also 
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unwise, for it mnst have a bad effect on the whole economic life of the Polish nation, as 
such a boycott cannot be localised. The boycott will and must finally pass over the 
local frontiers and bring ruin to all Polish undertakings. In foreign countries as well as 
in Russia, where commercial relations with the Poles exist, people hesitate to continue 
to trust the Poles, and for pure commercial reasons the credit granted up till now to them 
will be stopped. If other reasons cannot induce the Polish nationalists to end the 
boycott, they might be induced to stop it if we call their attention to the danger for 
Polish commerce arising ont of their action. The Kuasian authorities may be giad to 
see Poles and Jews fighting each other, bat even the Kassian authorities should not 
jndge the movement from a pure political point of view. They should take into con- 
sideration the fact that the entire economic life of one of the best developed Kassian 
provinces is in danger of being ruined. 


Toe Lerliner Tageblatt and the Vossische Zeitung condemn, in atill stronger 
terms, the Polish boycott against goods on political grounds. 


JEWS IN THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 
An Important Announcement. 
[From our Correspondent. | 


Despite the reports current concerning the probable introduction of a Bill 
providing for the exclusion of Jews from the army, the Russkt /nvalul (the organ 
of the War Office) last week announced that Jewish doctors had been included in 
the Rassian Army List. It is noteworthy that, although the doors of the Military 
Medical Academy are closed to Jews, in periods of mobilisation and war the 
Government makes extensive use of Jewish doctors. The Real Rassian organ, the 
lusshoe Znamya, is very pertarbed on account of the announcemeat of the /?usski 
Invalid, and advises the Government to engage foreign doctors instead of Jews. 


JEWS AND THE NEW RUSSIAN DUMA. 
Deputy Roditchefi’s Statement. 
(From our Correspondent.] 


Deputy Roditcbeff, the famous Liberal leader, has just visited several Pale 
copstitnencies. In the course of bis tour, he made a statement on the probable 
attitude of the fourth Duma towards the Jews. In his opinion, the present Dama 
is hkely to prove itself more favourable to our coreligionists than tbe last Chamber 
aud a partial abolition of the Pale cau be expected. As for the expulsions raging 
pow, especially in Volhyata, the Deputy advised the bombardment of the Ministry 
by petitions. With reference tu his latter statemeat, | can add that even the 
reactionary deputies of the province have, through their leader, urged the Govern- 
ment to cancel the expulsions. 


THE BEILIS CASE. 
The New Indictment.—Statement by an Expert. 


{From our Correspondent. 


The Ministry of Justice bas already ordered the judicial authorities to draw 
ap a fresh iwdictment of Beilis which, it ia hoped, will be submitted to the 
January-February session of the Court of Jastice. The evidence on the complicity 
iu the Yuschinsky case of a gang of thieves has been dismissed. Meanwhile, a 
prominent Christian authority on Talmudic literature, Professor Troitzky, bas an. 
masked the Minirtry on the question of the ritual basis of the trial. If friends of the 
Russian Government could still argae that official Russia regarded Beilis only asa 
-imple marderer, witbout ritaal motives, they can no longer do so after the 
Professor's official declaration that be had to give evidence on ritual morders 
b+ fore the investigators of the Beilis case. Professor Troitzky. as an authority on 
Jewisb’law and customs, denied the myth, in barmony with the evidence of other 
Christian experts on Talmudic literature in Rassia (¢.7., Magister Balabasa, 
Professor Giagole ff, etc.). 


Medical Success of a Bene Israel Lady Student. 


Miss Jerusha J. Jbirad, a member of the Bene Israel commanity in Bombay, 
has passed the recent L. M. and 5. examination in the first class and stands first 
in the order of merit. She bas bad a very brilliant school and college career. 
She was educated at the High School for Native Girls, Poona, and won all the 
open scholarth:ps for the district, inclading those reserved for the school. At the 
matriculation examioation in 1907 she stood second in the whole list of successfal 
candidates, securing the bighest number of marks in mathematics and winning 
the Chatfield prize, the Laiy Racy medical scholarship, and the Miss Yamunabai 
Dalvi scholarship. Her career at the Medical College was a meritorious one, and 
she stood firet in all the university and college examinatious, winning the Sir 
Dinshaw Manekji Petit scholarship at the firat examination in madicine, the Sir 
James Fergussion scholarship at the second examivation, and the Qaeen Empress 
silver medal, the scbolarship of the Medical Women of India Fand of 1583, the 
Lady Kacy silver medal, and the Bai Hirabai H. P. Cama gold medal at the 
L. M. and 8. examination. Besides many other scholarships she won the anatomy 
meds! competed for by the fourth year M. 1b. B. S. and L. M. and 8. students of 
the College. Miss Jhirad is the first lady medical graduate in the Bene Israe! 
community. 


The Jewish Population of Hungary. 

According to the figures of the 1910 census now published, the Jewish popula 
tion that year in Hangary (excluding Croatia and Slavonia) was 911,175 (5 per cent. 
of the total popniation) against 531,162 in the year 1900. In 1911 there were 563 
mother congregations and 1,808 branch congregations, which were spiritually 
served by 416 Rabbis and 1,324 Assistant- Rabbis.

The ;roposed reforms have been sent to the Council of State, and if 
they are approved by that body they will be submitted at once to the Cabinet. | 
understand that the Sublime Porte has formally promised to send a copy of the 
scheme to the Chief Rabbi of Turkey before it is considered by the Cabinet in 
order that he may see that Jewish interests have been fully safeguarded, and if 
they are not that he may be in a position to present counter proposals. 


An Important Emigration Conference in Russia.

In accordance with my recent forecast, the Government has permitted the 
Jewish Colonisation Association and the Jewish Emigration Society to convene in 
Wilna a gathering of eminent Rausso-Jewish authorities on emigration. The 
agenda of the gathering, which will take place in February, includes the questions 
of passports for abroad, medical examination of emigrants, and reduction of 
railway fares.

HOUSE OF COMMONS.—WEDNFSDAY. 


Mr. R GWYNNE (Snueeex, Eastbourne, Opp ) asked the Under-Secretary if he 
would give the extract from the minutes of the Finance Committee of the India 
Council referrirg to the offer of Messrs. Samuel Montagu and Co. to Sir Felix 
Schnoster to purchase silver on bebalf of the Government, and a copy of the 
resolution passed authorieirg the future purchases to be made throngh this firm. 

Mr. BAKER: As 1 informed the hon. member on January 7‘b, 191%. the letter 
referred to was brought to the notice of the Committee on January |!) b, but n0 
recommendation was then made by them, and therefore no entry cppears on their 
minutes. At various later dates recommendations for the purchase cf silver were 
made by the Committee, the first of which was quoted in my reply of November 
ith, 1912. These were in due course approved by the Secretary of State in 
Council. They are being circulated with the Votes. 

Mr. R. G\YNNE aeked where, when, and by whom the arrangement was 
made between the India (Office and Meesrs. Samnel Montagu and Co. that all 
parcbases of silver should be subject to a brokerage of 4 per cent. 

Mr. BAKER: The arrangement was a formal accentance of the usual practice. 
It was made orally at the India Office on March Ist, 1¥12, between the Chairman 
of the Finance Committee, acting under anthority given to him by the Secretary 
of State in Council, and Mr. E. L. Franklin, of Mesers Samoe! Montagu and Co., 
at d confirmed in writing as shown in the recently published White Paper. The

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The sixty-first annual report of the Board of Deputies covers as usual, a wide 
field, and forms a striking testimony to the increasingly important obligations that 
lie upon this Jewish representative bedy. The report, after a reference to the 
celebration of the President's seventieth birthday, deals with a unamber of bills in 
which Jewish interest might have been involved. 


The White Slave Traffic. 


Speaking of the Criminal Law Amendment (White Slave Traffic) Act, the 
report remarks that the Act as passed is not perfect, but it is a firm step in the 
right direction, and materially strengthens the hands of the law in its endeavour 
to cope with the White Slave Traftickers. The Board, it adds, is not a 
little prond that its President, who has throuchont acted as Chairman of the 
Joint Committee. should have taken euch an important part in the 
effort which directly led to the legislation. “The Joint Committee has spared no 
effort to obtain its object, and its work has been ably assisted by the exertions of 
ita Secretary (Mr. S. Cohen). The thanks of those interested in the suppression of 
the Traffic are due also to Mr. W. A. Coote, Secretary of the National Vigilance 
Association, and to Mr. E. F. Butlin, Secretary of the london Council for the 
Promotion of Public Morality, whose work so. largely contributed t> the success, 
and to Mr. Arthur Lee. M.P.. for the time, skill, and care which he devoted to 
piloting the measure thronch Parliament.” 

The report mentions that owing to farther legislation which is in contempla- 
tion, the Conjoint Vigilance Committee will etill rermain in existence. 


The Shops Act. 


Referring to the Shops Act, the report remarks that,in two respects, the 
difficulties incidental to this law have so far proved insurmonpntable. 

Representatives from Portsmouth and |)evonport have made it clear that the 
case of those Jewish traders who already close on the Sabbath. and who are 
unable to open on the Sunday. was particularly bard. These people find them. 
selves deprived of two and a-half days’ trade a week, and the tendency of the 
preseure will undoubtedly be towards the wholesale desecration of the Sabbath. 
Then, again, while the Act gives relief against early closing in a week containing a 
Bank Holiday, no anch relief exists for Jewsin weeks containing a Jewish religious 
holiday, and where these occur on two following davs, and sometimes in two 
consecutive weeks, the hardship is all the greater: The amending bill. drafted by 
Mr. H. 8. Henriques, is set forth in ertenso. The Board's indebtednees is 
acknowledged to the East London Jewish Shonkeepers’ Association and the 
Employ¢s’ Association for valuable sn¢gestions and assistance. 


Legal Aid for Aliens. 


As many as 119 appeals of individual aliens were dealt with by the solicitor 
(Mr. I. Landan) last year; of the appellants 81 were admitted and 3s rejected. 
The Jewish Immigration Committee, which dealt with these matters, was 
justified in presuming from these figures, says the report, that previons to the 
date at which the Committee was able to obtain for aliens the right of legal aid. 
and to make provision for such aid, 4 large amonnt of injustice bad been sntfered 
by rejected aliens. “A few typical cases of hardship still exist, and the Immigra. 
tion Boards are not always uniform in their decisions, owing, probably, to their 
fluct@ating composition.” 

In several cases the Committee was indebted to Dr. Klein for his work as one 


‘of the Hon. Medical Officers to the Committee, “ which made serious inroads on 


his time.” 

Where appeals were unsuccessful and the cases apeared to present special hardship» 
representations have been made by the Board to the Home Office, in several cares the 
President undertaking to make such representations personally, HKnt it is necessary 
that the pnblic should understand that the power of the. Home Office is exceedingly 
limited, the jndgmentsa of the Boards being final. However, in one case the President's 


efforts were successful, anda rejected alien and his family were permitted to land as 
transmigrants. 

Satisfaction is expressed with the work of the Solicitor to the Committee! and 
Dr. Klein and the Russo-Jewish (Committee are thanked, the former for his 
services, and the latter for its financial aid. 

The efforts of the Board are detailed in the matter of the Naturalication Fees 


and Tests, and mention is made of the services rendered by Mr. B. A. Fersht, and’ 


it is stated that forther steps are now in course of progress. It is hoped by these 
means to bring sufficient preesure to bear on the Government: 


The Passports Question. 


The Report, dealing with the Russian Passport question, remarks that the 
Conjoint Committee deeply regretted the attitude adopted by Sir Edward Grey in 


' the matter, and will take the first available opportunity to renew its efforts. “In 


the meantime, the result of the remonstrances on the part of the | nited States with 
regard to its Treaty cf Commerce, followed by its notification of its intention not 
to renew such Treat\, is anxiously awaited.” 

The Beilis Case. 


Naturally, says the report, it bas not been possible to do much from this 
country in this matter, but what little was poseible has been effected. 


It was learned, for instance, that the proseention. in support of its claim that the 
murder was not only perpetrated by Beilis but -was done for ritual pnrposes procured 
their own medical report on the alleged facts to prove the second of these contentions 


The findings, as might be anticipated, were unfavourable to the accused. The report 
and the material on which it was based were therenpon placed by the Conjoint Committee 
before the highest medical scientific authorities in this country for their report. and 
their opinion was to the effect that the Russian report was unjustifiable, and that the 
facts were diametrically opposed to the supposition of a ritual murder. It is hoped that 
this evidence may be utilised at the trial. 

Reference is alao made to the protest against the Blood Accusation issued by 
leading men here and abroad. 


The Balkans. 


Mention is made of the memorial which was prepared by the Conjoint Foreign 
Committee, and handed to the Secretary of the Peace Conference for presenta- 
tion to the Peace Delegates. The Secretary will take the first opportunity of 
laying it before them, says the report. Meanwhile, the response to the appeal, 
which was issued on behalf of the Jews of Tarkey, who are suffering grieviously 
as a result of the war, is described as most disappointing and inadequate. 


_ OLD FORD AND NORTH BOW HEBREW AND RELIGION CLASSES.—A 
high-class concert, under distinguished patronage, is to be given in aid of the funda 
on the 3rd of February, in the ()1een’s Hall of the People’s Palace. Many eminent 
artists have been engaged, and it is hoped that the earnest efforts of the Committee 
will be attended with success. The Classes, which have been in existence for 
thirty-five years, afford religious instruction three times weekly to nearly four 
hundred children. A Sabbath School is attached to the Classes, and is a most 
important and necessary feature of the Institntion, which successfully counteracts 
the influence and activities of the missionaries. Mr. E. H. Valentine, 41, Finsbury 
Pavement, E.C., is Hon. Secretary of the Concert Committee.

JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER. 


A COMMUNAL CINDERELLA. 


The annual meeting of the subscribers of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter was 
held on Sunday, at the Shelter. 

Mr. HERMANN LANDAU, President, who was in the Chair, in moving the 
adoption of the annual report and balance-sheet, said that when he presided at 
those meetings, he always deplored his own shortcomings, because he felt that he 
conld not adequately convey to the outside world what was being done in that 
institution. If its work were properly realised, he was sure that the interest 
taken in it and the fands that would be subscribed for its support would be far 
greater than they were at present. Out of the total income of the institution 
only £146 was received in subscriptions, and £19 in donations from the ont- 
side public. Every hour of the day a great Mitzvvh was being performed 
at that institution, and he was surprised that more members of the 
community did not come forward to share in it. The Shelter was 
brought into close contact with the administration of the Aliens’ Act, 
and there was one point to which he desired to refer. He had observed 
that several young Jews had been refused admission to this country who 
bad left Rassia to escape military service. He did not think anyone had watched 
the passage of the Aliens’ Act more closely than he. He had attended all the 
debates and it was quite clear that the Act was not intended to apply to the 
political or religions refugee. He contended that a Jew who ran away from 
military service in Russia was a political refugee. He was asked by that country 
to take up arms and risk his life, though, no matter how valiant he might be he 
was not allowed to rise in the ranks or benefit in any way and even the wounded 
soldier was forced to return to the Pale. No English legislator would deny that 
this was religions and political persecution, and he hoped this point would be made 
to the Appeal Committee. The Shelter had to deal with many heart-rending cases, 
where families were separated through no fault of their own, and the Shelter 
brought them together. All that cost money and a vast amount of trouble. 
They asked for a little financial snpport, and their demands would be 
greater, bat for the existence of certain private fonds which were set aside 
for special cases. During last year they had housed 4,342 people, and had 
paid for 202 outside. The latter were accounted for by the fact that some of the 
immigrants arrived in the middle of the night, when it was not always possible to 
accommodate them at the Shelter itself, and they were lodged overnight at a 
lodging house connected with it. They had had to change their Superintendent 
during the year. This had been largely due to the ill-health of the Matron, which 
had prevented her from carrying out ber duties. The present Superintendent and 
Matron were very well adapted to the work. The report drew attention to the 
decrease in the numbers received at the Shelter during the year. This was 
accounted for toa great extent by the dock strike, which did not permit foreign 
ships to land goods or passengers. The transmigrant was tending to disappear in 
this country, because the German shipping companies were moving heaven and earth 
to intercept the tra‘tic which had for many years been a British traffic. They much 
regretted Mr. Stettaner’s resignation from the Committee, especially the reason 
for it, and they trusted he might soon be restored to health. He had rendered the 
Shelter very considerable services in times of stress. Owing to the decrease in the 
namber of immigrante, their expenditure bad decreased by over £1,000 from 
£3,692 in 1911 to £2,650 in 1912, but, as he had explained, these figures did not 
represent the total amount spent at the Shelter, many individual cases receiving 
special assistance. Ia appealing for farther support, he said that that institution 
was not the stepping-stone to social success, but those who helped it would be 
taking part in a humane work which was unsurpassed by any other charity. Incon- 
clusion, he acknowledged the consideration shown to Jewish emigrauts by the 
Union Castle Line and expressed the wish that that good example were followed 
by other companies. 

Mr. L. DEYONG, in seconding the adoption of the report and. balance-sheet, 
referred to the services rendered to it by the President, whose private benevolence 
found plenty of scope in connection with the work of the charity. 

The motion was carried upvanimoasly. 

Mr. ISAAC LANDAU, in moving the re-election of the hon. officers, expressed 
his gratitude to the Bhelter authorities for the assistance it had rendered him in 
connection with the provision of legal aid for Jewish immigrants. He also acknow- 
ledged the services of Dr. J. Klein. The point dealt with by the President had 
been duly raised at the Board. He mentioned that out of thirty-four recent 
appeals thirty-one had been successful. (Cheers.) 

Mr. J. VICTOR geconded the vote, which was carried unanimously. 

On the motion of Mr. 8. LEW!Is, seconded by Mr. M. SHACHMAN, the Com. 
mittee were re-elected en bloc. 

On the motion of Mr. MARK MOSEs, J.P., seconded by Mr. H. GOODMAN, 
the Ladies’ Committee were re-elected. 

Mrs. E. P. DAVIS, in acknowledgment, expressed satisfaction with the work 
of the new matron, who carried out her work very efliciently, and was constantly 
suggesting little innovations which redounded to the advantage of the institution. 
The Committee had been strengthened by the accession of Mrs. Rosenbaum, Mrs. 
Il. Lebus, and Mrs. Morley. 

On the motion of Mr. A. M. WARTSAI, seconded by Mr. M. Moses, J.P., and 
supported by Mr. H. GOODMAN, a vote of thanks was accorded the President for 
his services. 


The annual report etates that dnring the year 569 boats, bringing 14,972 passengers, 
were met by the Shelter officers as compared with 75s bouts bringing 19,455 passengers 
in the previous year. The work of the Shelter officers at the various railway termini, 
however, greatly increased during the strike, for a fair number of emigrants who were 
nnable to cross from the continent by direct steamer into the Port of London, found 
their way into the metropolis by train via Grimsby, Hull and other English ports. 
Out of the 11,972 passengers protected 3,555 were Jews ; 1,667 immigrants stayed at the 
Institution, as against 2,472 in the year 1910-11. Ont of the 1,667 Shelter inmates, the 
destination of 1,372 were definitely ascertained before they quitted the Institution. 
25,125 meals were distribnted, being an average of 77 per day. 43,521 meals, given to the 
poor on Sabbaths and Holy Days, were paid for by the Sabbath Meals Society. The 
monies deposited by the emigrants with the Shelter authorities during the year amounted 
to £15,517, as against £22,553 in the year 1910-11. These monies were used partly for the 
payment of their passages. The namber of rejections in the Port of London under 
the Aliens’ Act during the year was 15}, of whom 100 were admitted on appeal. The 
figures last year were ‘2 rejec:ions and 3Y admissions on appeal. The number of rejec- 
tions consequently increased by 100 per cent. over last year, but, on appeal, was reduced 
to 41 per cent. 

The Committee have again occasion to deplore the inadequate support they receive 
from the community in general, who do not seem to realise the great and important 
services which the institution renders, not only to the unfortanate and persecuted 
emigrants but to Anglo Jewry at large. The provinces frequently send cases to the 
Shelter which are readily accommodated, but the support received from them last year 
amounted to 268. ‘he Shelter is indebted to its bankers in the sum of £300, and, in 
order to obviate the necessity of encroaching on the funded property of the institution, 
itis essential that the community should be more liberal in its support of the work of the 
Shelter. last year the subscriptions amounted to £146 and the donations to £19.

The visit of Jethro to Moses aflords a delightful picture of family 
union. Moses, on arriving in Egypt, had sent Zipporah and her two sons 
ick to her kinsfolk, the Midianites. We do not know the circumstances 
hat decided this action. Probably the difficult nature of his mission 
to the court of Vharaoh required that he should break up his household 
ratime. In Egypt, he had great dangers to confront. The presence of his 
vife and children would possibly have hampered his movements. So they 
were entrusted to the care of their nearest relative, Jethro. And now the 
time has come for their recall. Moses, having reached the Mount of God, 
which was within accessible distance of Midian, and having accomplished his 
langerous enterprise, is now in a position to receive his family back. Thev 
ire accompanied by Jethro. Jethro was either the father-in-law or the 
brother-in-law of Moses. The meaning of {MM is ambiguous. According to 
the Rabbins, Reuel had six other names—Jether, Jethro. Hobeb, Heber. Keni. 
and Vutiel. Some Rabbins, however, are of opinion that Reuel was the 
father of Jethro, and therefore the grandfather of Jethro’s daughters. In 
i:xodus ii. he is spoken of as their father, but as the conmmentators explain, 
NSN PUMP Ae—children call their grandfather, father. But 
lethro’s exact relationship to Moses matters little. We are more concerned 
with the personality and character of the man, and his influence upon the 
course of Jewish history. With a promptitude that indicates a warm heart.

the Wilderness—news travels quickly and by mysterious ways in the desert 
regions of the l’ast—than he puts himself to the trouble of a journey, partly in 
order to congratulate \loses on the success of his mission, but chiefly to 
restore to him the wife and children whom he had received as a sacred trust. 
i ‘ortunately he is able to deliver them safe and sound. No ac ident bas 
xccurred to nip the life of either child in the bud. \oses is able to greet at 
one and the same time his wife and two children ard his father-in-law or 

brother-in-law. 

Their Meeting. 

Their meeting is characterised by courtesy and good feeling. Jethro 
sends a message to announce his arrival in due form. He at once reliev 
ny anxiety Moses might feel by lettine him know that he ‘Jethro! has 
brought with him the wife and two sons of Moses. That they had been able 
to make this journey implies that they were well. Moses, on his part, 
responds by going out to meet his kinsman nd requiting courtesy with courtesy. 
There is no standing upon his present dignity. He goes out to meet Jethro, and 
does obeisance to him. He manifests tender atlection for his relative by 
kissing him. The two- men stand on a very different intellectual and moral! 
level, but in their exchanges of civility Jethro is treated as a superior and 
received with every outward demonstration’of respect. As on Jethro's side 
there is no trace of mortification or jealousy at finding Moses, once the keeper 
of his sheep, in 86 exalted a position, so, on the side of Moses, now Israel's 
deliverer and leader, there is an utter absence of pride and hauteur, and a 
painstaking desire to put. Jethro—a plain wilderness priest—as fully as possible 
at his ease. Much friendly conversation follows. The great leader has much 
to relate. He gives a full account of his perils and hair-breadth escapes since 
they last parted from each other, and of the divinely-wrought deliverances. 
\\ hereat Jethro greatly rejoices. No discord mars the perfect harmony of the 
meeting. But over the meeting of the husband and father with his wife 
sid children the sacred historian draws a veil of reticerice. There are 
scenes at once too private and too sacred for description and this is

Jethro's Counsel. 

but the most striking and significant feature in this meeting between 
wo relatives is the advice which Jethro tenders to Moses in regard to the 
‘overnment of Israel and the administration of the community's affairs 
“Avice which, as we shall presently see, has something more than an anti. 

‘arian interest. The office of ruler in ancient times, whether exercised by a 
‘rince or a mere chieftain, was also understood to include within it the office 
o! judge. The successors of Moses bore the title of judges. Moses, it 
‘ppears, had, from the time when he was accepted as the leader of the people, 
r ‘garded himself as bound to hear and decide all the causes and complaints 
‘hich arose among the entire Israelite people. He had not delegated his 
suthority to anyone. This can scarcely have been because the idea had not 
cccurred to him, for the Egyptian kings ordinarily decided causes by judges 
Holninated ad hoc. Perhaps he distrusted the ability of his countrymen 

80 recently slaves--to discharge such delicate functions. At any rate, 
he reserved the duty wholly to himself. This course appeared to 
Jethro unwise. No man could, he thought, in the case of so great a nation, 
singly discharge such an office with satisfaction to himself and others. Moses 
Would wear himself out with fatigue. Probably also he would exhaust the 
Patience of the people through inability to keep pace with the number of cases 
that necessarily arose. Jethro, therefore, recommended the appointment of 
Subordinate judges, and the reservation by Moses of nothing but the right to 


decide such cases as these officers should, on account of their difficulty, refer 
to him. On reflection, Moses accepted this course as the best open to him 
in the circumstances. He established a multiplicity of judges to relieve 
him of a portion of his responsibilities. They were to be rulers over thousands, 
hundreds, fifties and tens——able men, competent for the office, and possessing 
before all things the indispensable qualities of piety, veracity, and strict 
honesty. The fact that such men were to be found, even among every ten 
Israelites, shows that the moral condition of the nation cannot have been so 
much depressed by the Egyptian servitude as is sometimes represented. And 
they were to judge the people at all seasons, instead of the occasional court 
days on which Moses sat from morning to evening hearing causes and giving 
jud ments. 
Unwisdom of Monopolising Spiritual Power. 


Jethro's advice and its acceptance point to the unwisdom of monopolising 
spiritual power in a single person, however able and however upright. Why 
Moses had hitherto combined all the functions of leader, legislator, and 
administrator in his own hands we can only dimly conjecture. It cannot have 
been because he was greedy of power and would brook no sharing of his 
authority with others. He was the most humble of men. When Joshua 
complained to him that F-ldad and Medad were prophesying in the camp, and 
suggested that his master should forbid such an encroachment upon his pre- 
rogative. with characteristic meekness, he replied: “Art thou jealous for my 
sake? Would that all the Lord’s people were prophets.”” But as we have 
suggested, Moses may have thought that the exceptional conditions of the 
time de:manded exceptional arrangements. Just released from the cruel 
bondage of a hard and pitiless slavery, without education, without habits 
of command and self-control, without any knowledge of the principles of law 
or experience in the practice of courts, they may have seemed to him 
infit for the exercise of the judicial office as he understood it, for in his view 
ivy. 16), each particular decision should be made an occasion of educating the 
people in the principles of law and justice, and upon these it was his habit to 
descant in connection with each judgment he delivered. As he felt that he 
lone amony the Israelites was equal to this task, he had undertaken to dis- 
charge singly the office of judge in a community numbering more than two 
million persons. Nevertheless, Jethro was struck with the unwisdom of the 
ittempt, and he frankly gave expression to his feelings. Moses was putting 
an undue strain on his mental and physicalgpowers. He was bound to break 
down if he continued thus to labour from morning to evening unassisted. 
Had necessity been laid upon him, had (:od appointed him to be sole judge of 
the people, or had there been no-one else among the Israelites competent for 
the performance of any part of his work, he would have been right in acting as 
he did. But this was not so. God had not spoken upon the point, and there 
were many men in the congregation tit to perform minor judicial functions. So 
Jethro clearly perceived and Moses saw when it Was pointed outtohim. There 
were in Israel, and there will always be in every community, “able men,” 
well-fitted to take part in the decision of cases and the administration of the 
community's affairs. If they are allowed to take no part a large section will 
be dissatisfied with the slight passed on them, and at the same time they will 
be debarred from performing what would have tended to their moral education 
and elevation. It is important to utilise the powers possessed by all members 
of the community, both for their own contentment and for the general welfare 
of the community itself. The world is over-full of monopolists, persons who 
desire to grasp as much power as possible in their own hands. We may 
acvuit Moses of such selfish ambitions, but we cannot acquit all those who 
follow in his footsteps. : 


Devolution of Religious Authority. 


Ibid Moses lose in general esteem from following the advice of Jethro ? 
Who has ever abated a jot of the reverence due to Israel’s lawgiver because 
he associated others with himself in the religious government of his people ? 
Who will dispute the considered judgment of Scripture: “There has never 
arisen a prophet in Israel like unto Moses?’ ven after taking Jethro’s 
advice he found the burden of governing so great a people too great to bear. 
am not able,’’ he complained, to bear all this people alone.” At once he 
received the Divine command to gather seventy tried men of the elders of 
Israel, and to associate them with himself in office: * And I will take of the 
spirit which is upon thee, and will put it upon them, and they shall bear the 
burden of the people with thee, that thou bear it not thyself alone.”’ The 
Talmud ‘Sanhedrin i., 6) sees in this appointment the origin of the Sanhedrin, 
which from ancient times was invested with the highest religious authority, 
and which survives to-day in the institution known as the Beth Din. 
Whether or no the Beth Din of modern times can thus trace its 
existence back to Moses, the incident on which we have dealt is full 
of suggestion for our community at the present moment, when 
the administration of its ecclesiastical affairs looms large in the 
the public mind. A single” religious head of the community 
there. must be. A number of competing heads, each doing what 
is right in his own sight, would spell chaos and confusion.. But let the 
community take to heart the lesson so plainly taught in the Ith Chapter of 
Exodus, and not impose upon its spiritual head a greater burden of labour 
and responsibility than he can reasonably bear. The great leader of Israel, 
though leading a life of laborious self-sacrifice, was actually falling below the 
requirements of social justice. He seemed to be acting on the conviction that 
he alone could manage, arrange, and otherwise successfully administer all the 
affairs of the people. It never occurred to him that he was allowing the talent 
of others to lie idle. Talent requires to be evoked. The counsel which Moses 
received from Jethro inspired Israel with new life. From the moment that it 
was acted upon, talent rose to the occasion, energy was accounted of some 
value, and men who had probably been sulking in the background came to be 
recognised and honoured as wise statesmen and cordial co-operators. Wiil the 
community take the important lesson to heart? To what purpose do we read 
the Torah from week to week if we fail to apply its most obvious truths to the 
circumstances of our own time?

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JEWS IN THE BALKANS. 


Interviews for the “Jewish Chronicle " with the 
Balkan Peace Delegates, by Dr. S. M. Melamed.

THE BALKAN PLEDGE TO JEWRY. 


Since the outbreak of the war in the Balkans, and especially since the occupa. 
tion of Salonika by Greece, a new Jewish question bas arisen in addition to the many 
Jewish questions that were already in existence. Itis the question of the Jews in 
the Balkans. As long as Salonika was under Turkish rule, the ninety thousand 
Jews of that town lived a peacefal life and had no reason to complain of being 
molested in any way. As was mentioned in the JEWISH CHRONICLE some weeks 
ago, the Jews of Salonika have tradition 
ally in relation to the town a position 
of some mark among the Jewries of the 
world. To this traditional pride was 
added a feeling of satisfaction that their 
position as Jews was immune from 
anything approaching anti Jewish senti- 
ment. Indeed, as forming half the 
population of the town, they occupied 
au almost unique place. All this has 
changed in the space of a few months. 
If we are to believe impartial reports 
confirmed by undeniable evidence from 
Salonika since the occupation of that 
town by the Greeks, we must admit 
that the position of that proud Jewish 
community bas undergone a_ vast 
change. It has met with a fate which 
we have been wont till now to associate 
only .with some Jewish community 
in Russia or in Romania. Bat if the 
present is bad, the outlook in the futare 
is worse. The Jews of Salonika are merchants and, asa matter of fact, a great part 
of the commerce of the neighbouring provinces has long been in their hands The 
Tark himself being in the main either a peasant or a soldier, was quite satisfied that 
the Jewa should attend to his trade, if for no better reason than that he could 
not do so himself. But the Greeks, being themselves able merchants, once 
they secure political and administrative power in Salonika, they will no doubt 
use it in severe competition with the Jews there. In any case, sharp competition 
between Jews and Greeks in Salonika appears in such case unavoidable, even 
though the Greeks nurture the best intentions towards their Jewish competitors. 
Life is stronger than human intentions, and where a contlict is impelled by life 
itself, no human intention can avert the outbreak of that conflict. There is, there. 
fore, no room for complete optimism as to the future of the Jews in Salonika. 
Naturally, however, the exact nature of the contlict that appears inevitable 
depends largely upon the authorities. They will have the means of smoothing the 
stormy waves of human passion and embitterment, and in a certain degree pre- 
venting, may be, for a time the outbreak of a contlict between the two antagonistic 
elements. Should, however, the authorities decide to range themselves entirely 
on the side of their fellow-countrymen who have invaded the conquered city, and 
should they throw their weight in the balance in that direction, then the outlook 
must be gloomy in the extreme. 


Bulgarians and Salonika. 


()uite a different state of affairs would result shonld the Bulgarians remain 
the masters of Salonika. For the Bulgarians, like the Turks, are mostly peasants,

purely economic consideration, many other reasons are alleged for the belief that 
the Jews would fare better under Bulgarian than under Greek rule. As things 
now stand, we deemed it of the utmost importance to learn, a3 it were, at first 
hand and officially, the views of both sides on the question. Our representative 
therefore waited upon the delegates, who are now in London in connection with the 
Peace Conference, representing both countries, and asked them to give to the 
readers of the JE WISH CHRONICLE the views of their respective Governments on 
the Jewish question in the Balkans. He was further commissioned to enquire 
whether Dr. Daneff and M. Venizelos would care to set forth in writing, for 
publication in these colamns, the views and intentions of their Governments in 
regard to the Jews that may come under their respective rules as a result of the 
struggle in the Balkans. Our readers will observe from documents reproduced in 
this issue that the chief Delegates of both countries have very generously acceded 
to our request. 


DR. DANEFF SPEAKS. 


In addition to his written declaration, Dr. Daneff, the chief Peace Delegate 
of Bulgaria, spoke as follows to our representative :— 

“You are assuredly aware of the fact that the 
Balgaria enjoy the rights and liberties. of the average Bulgarian. 
the Bulgarian Jews, being loyal to their 
country, and being law-abiding citizens, 
have fully deserved the liberties and 
rights they have enjoyed for thirty-five 
years. Their attitude towards the 
State is an entirely honest and worthy 
one. They participate in the politics of 
the country with the same zeal and 
earnestness as the best of our own 
people. We need the Jews because 
they are making our national trade. 
They are not jobbers be it eaid, but 
merchants in the best sense of the word. 
Not only do we need the Jews, but we

40,000 Jews in 
I mast add that 


they are determined to enhance the 
economic value of our new territories, 
and to render valuable the work of the 
Bulgarians. 
“We are,” continued Dr. Daneft, “as Mons. 
a matter of fact, the sole Balkan people (Photo, Lafayette.) 
who have done justice to the Jews throughout, and we are entitled to be believed 
when we say that we will not change our policy in the future as far as the treat- 
ment of_the:-Jews in Bulgaria is concerned. As far as our Jews are concerned our 
conscience is clear, and I hope it will never be sullied in the future. As to the 
Jews in the new Bulgarian provinces, | assure you most solemnly that they will 
be treated with the same justice and good will as the Jews in [Balgar.a have 
hitherto been treated. .They will enjoy the same rights and privileges as their 
coreligionists in the kingdom, and no power in the world could induce us to act 
otherwise. Even Russia, to whom we are much indebted, would never be able to 
induce us to take up an anti-Semitic policy towards the Jews in our country. 
Jews and Bulgaria and Another Balkan State. . 

“If you wish to know whether our Jewish fellow-countrymen are satisfied 
with their lot, ask their Chief Rabbi, my personal friend Dr. Ehrenpreis of Sofia. 
There are in Bulgaria Jewish judges, Jewish military officers in the active service, 
Jewish officials and Jewish members of Parliament belonging to different parties. 
The Bulgarian Jews, I admit, are an important economic and political 
factor in the life of the kingdom, and the Government and people wish them well. 
I am, therefore, very much astonished to see that papers on which we know 
Jews have influence, like Neue Freie Presse, take the side of a Balkan State against 
Bulgaria, although the State in question, as you are well aware, has, contrary 
to the stipulations of the Berlin treaty, not granted citizenship to her Jewish 
subjects. This attitude of newspapers like the Neuve Frete Presse is the more

Mr. Algernon Sydney, who has just entered his 
eightieth year, and has also been elected a member 
of the General Council of King Edward’s Hospital 
Fund for London, is now the patriarch of Anglo- 
Jewish communal life. He is officially connected 
with three of the leading communal institutions— 
the Council of the United Synagogue, the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, and the Anglo-Jewish Associa. 
tion—and in no instance ‘is his membership a 
sinecure. Of the first two Mr. Sydney is the 
honorary solicitor, and he has the honour of being 
an original member of both bodies. In this he, if not 
quite, certainly very nearly, stands alone. Mr. 
Sydney is also “ something in the City,” and served 
as Under-Sheriff more than a generation ago. 


Captain Jessel, the organising genius of the 
Municipal Reform Party, who is now hard at work 
preparing for the County Council election, is the 
younger son of Sir George Jessel, and has juat 
tarned forty-six. Formerly in the 17th Lancers, 
Captain Jessel entered Parliament for South St. 
Pancras in 1896, in succession to his father-in-law, 
Sir Julian Goldsmid, who had just died. He held 
the seat without difficulty for ten years, until 1906, 
when he went down in the Unionist debacle, princi- 
pally through over-confidence on the part of his 
supporters. He, however, recovered the seat at the 
next election and is likely to retain it so long as he 
cares to do so. Captain Jessel has been Mayor of 
Westminster and was later an alderman of that city. 


Mr. Nathaniel Lucas, the Chairman of the new

Mr. N.S. Lucas married the elder daughter 
of Mrs. Sebag-Montefiore, of Ramsgate, and has 
adopted the medical profession. 


Mr. Albert M. Woolf, the communal! godfather 
of Mr. Lucas, although by no means an old man, is 
himself a veteran in the service of the community, 
and especially in that of the United Synagogue. In 
fact, having retired from business, the latter body in 
its many activities has become his absorbing interest. 
He is an Overseer of the Poor, Treasurer of the 
Bequest and Trust Funds, Chairman of the Conjoint 
Flour Committee and also of the Beth Hamedrash 
and Jewish Institute, all offices subordinate to the 
Council of the United Synagogue. He is at present

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RANSLATION OF M. VENI/ELOS’ LETTER. | 
To the Editor of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, London. 


In reply to the question which you have submitted to me, I can assure you in 
a formal manner that all the Jews inhabiting the territory which, in consequence 
of.the war, will be annexed to Greece will enjoy perfect liberty and equality, and, 
in general, all the political and civil rights granted to Hellenic citizens. The 
Greek Constitution will be applied ipso ;wre in the said territories on their annexa 
tion to the Hellenic Kingdom. Now, by expressed dispositions, immutably 
applied and due to the natural attachment of the ‘ireek people to liberal institua- 
tions, this Constitution assures to all, without exception whatsoever, the enjoymen; 
of the same rights and equality before the law by guaranteeing the free exercise 
of religion and the protection of every national tradition without distinction of race 
or religion.

astonishing as 
inhabited by many Jewish landlords, who, of course, enjoy full civil and political 
rights as Bulgarian citizens, and who will lose these rights as soon as these 
territories come under government of this State. We have also reason to complain 
that a thinker and writer of the high rank of Dr. Max Nordan, who is the President 
of the Zionist (ongress, has taken up a hostile attitude towards Balgaria, or rather 
perbaps I should say has under-estimated Bulgaria while over-estimating another 
Balkan people whose attitude to the Jews has never been so friendly as ours. But 
all this will, of course, not deter us from continuing our friendly relationship with 


the Jews. We know that we cannot make a whole people responsible for the 
action or sayings of its individual members.” 


THE LEGAL ASPECT. 

Professor Dr. Populiejeff, who is the legal adviser of the Bulgarian Peace 
Delegation, then explained to our representative the legal position of the Jews of 
the newly-annexed provinces of Bulgaria. 

‘ According to Balgarian law,” eo the learned professor said, “the Bulgarian con- 
stitution must not undergoany change when new territories are annexed by the king. 
dom. Our constitution has only to be extended to the new territories and the inhabi- 
tants of these territories come automatically into the rights and liberties of Bulgarian 
citizenship.: [From that you can see that the Bulgarian Government cannot do 
otherwise than grant to the Jews in the newly-annexed provinces fall rights and 
liberties as Bulgarians. It is, of course,” he added, “sheer political wisdom in 
our eyes to respect the old Jewish national and religious privileges and traditions 
which the new Bulgarian citizens have enjoyed and maintained under their former 
rule, and we will, you may be sure, respect these Jewish religious and uational 
traditions. We do not want the new Jewish citizens of Bulgaria to become 
Bulgarians by religion, race and culture or nationality, as far as nationality is 
merely a matfer of difference of culture and race. All we expect of them is to be 
loyal to the kingdom and its laws, which were established for the welfare of the 
body corporate. I do not doubt for a moment that our new Jewish citizens will 
prove no less worthy of their complete equality as have the Jews in Bulgaria for 
the last thirty-five years.”

we dre amply satisfied with the military achievements of the Bulgarian Jewish 
officers and soldiers during the war. They fought with courage and with abzolute 
self-sacrifice. A great many of them have obtained military distinction on the 
battlefield for their courage and their ability. The anti-Semitic allegations of a 
certain section of the German Press as to the bad behaviour of our Jewish comrades 
on the battlefield are absolutely lies and wicked inventions. I was present at all 
the important battles fonght by Bulgarians from Mustapha Pasha to that on the 
Chatalja line and I have seen with my own eyes the Jewish soldiers and officers at 
work. TI assure you again that their behaviour in the most critical positions was 
splendid and deserves our full praise and recognition. They have given their life 
and blood for their country no less than the Christian Bulgarians. That I authorise 
you to tell the readers of the JEWISH CHRONICLE throughout the world.” 


ASSURANCES FROM MONS. VENIZELOS. 


The Greek Peace delegates were next approached by our representative. The 
Chef du Cabinet of Mons. Venizelos, received our representative most cordially 
and told him that asthe Greek Kingdom since its foundation has always treated 
the Jews with justice and honesty and has always granted to them fall civil and 
political rights, there is no reason to fear that the Greek Government will now 
change their attitude towards the Jews. 


‘ His Majesty, the King of the Hellenes,” said the Cher du Cabimet in the 
name of M. Venizelos, “is a great friend of the Jews, and is often the guest 
of Monsieur Cohen, a Jewish notable of Athens. As far as the Greek 
population is con @rned, there is not the slightest anti-Semitic feeling. I 
have been told, for instance, that the Ionian Islands while under non. 
Greek rule refused many rights to their Jewish inhabitants, for instance, 
the right of practising in the Law Courts. But as soon as those islands came 
under Greek rule, the Jews were granted full civil and political rights. Many 
documents of a secret nature have been laid before me to convince me that the 
Greek authorities in Salonika are very anxious that the Jewish interests in that 
city shall be safeguarded, and their lives and property protected. lnfortunately, 
I am not allowed to reproduce these documents in the Press. But from what I 
have seen and heard, I have the clearest impression timt the (;reek Government 
have the best wishes for the Jews, but that the Government have been misled by 
the local reports in Salonika as to the real happenings in that town. The

THE GREEK LAW. 


The second member of the Greek Peace Delegation, His Excellency Professor 
Dr. von Streit, Greek Minister in Vienna, then assured our representative that the 
greater part of the allegations made against the (iresks in Salonika emanate from 
the Tarks, who are anxious to compromise the Greeks, and that, in fact, Jews 
and Greeks are living peacefully together. 

Asked whether the fact that the Greeks are no less able merchants than the 
Jews will not lead to conflict in Salonika, His Excellency expressed the opinion 
that the common interest of both Greeks and Jews will not only not lead to con. 
flict between them, but, on the contrary, will cause a feeling of solidarity which 
will make for permanent peace in Salonika. 

“ Bat the chief reason why the (ireeks and Jews will live peacefully together,” 
his Excellency continued, “is the common conception of the sacredness of the 
family tie with Greeks and Jews.” 

To show the absence of anti-Semitism in Greece, the learned Professor told 
our representative that there are in Greece high Jewish officials in the civil 
service, active military officers and jadges fout comme en Bulyarie. 

What will be the legal position of the Jews in Salonika should Greece remain 
ruler of that town ? 

“ The present Greek constitution will simply be applied to the new provinces 
annexed by Greece, and the Jews in Salonika will enjoy the same civil and political 
rights as the Jews in Athens,” his Excellency answered. 

That is hardly the point. What I want to know is whether the Greek govern 
ment will permit the status quo ante to continue in Salonika. Yon know that the 
Jewish community in Salonika have long enjoyed many religions and National 
privileges. Do the Greek government intend to alter this state of things or not ? 

“T assure you,” declared Professor Streit, ‘that the Greek Government will 
not change anything in the s/atus quo ante, and that they do not intend to deprive 
the Salonika Jewish community of its Jewish National character. We shall 
respect all the religious and Jewish National traditions of the Salonika Jews, and 
we shall not even try to impose on them Greek culture and certainly not the 
Greek religion. The Greek people would never tolerate that sucha respected body 
with old traditions like the Salonika Jewish community should be annihilated and 
destroyed. We want the Salonika Jews to continue to live religiously and 
Nationally, as they have lived hitherto. The Greeks are the sole people in the 
world who do not ask a man to which religion or race he belongs, but take him 
according to his personal virtues. fora period of ninety years Greece has shown 
to Europe that she does not treat the Jews like some of the Teutonic nations—for 
instance Germany. You have to bear in mind that Greece was the first country 
to emancipate the Jews and that the emancipation has always been applied and 
carried out most liberally. 

And what about the anti-Semitic allegations of the Greek press ° 

“ Which Greek press do you mean?” his Excellency asked, “that of Greece 
or that of Turkey and Egypt? Over that press we have no control, and we are, 
of course, not responsible for their doings. But as far as the press of the Kingdom 
goes I do not kuow that they ever made any anti-Semitic allegations, and shonld 
there have been some exception we cannot be made responsible for it.” 


GREEK JEWS AS FIGRTERS. 


Monsieur Skuladis, another member of the delegation and former !oreign 
Minister in Greece, at this point entered the room and at once entered into the con 
versation: He confirmed to our representative what his colleague had told him and 
added that the Greek Jews are the more entitled to fair treatment and to fall civil 
and political rights, as their youths fought most courageously in tne present war 
for the cause of Greece. ‘“ Wedo not wish our new Jewish subjects to become 
(;reeks in the National and religious sense of the word,” he said, “ but to be loyal 
to the Kingdom and its laws. That is all we demand of them. The Greeks have 
always lived in peace with the Jews.” Monsieur Skulaodis farther expressed the 
opinion that as the Jews in Salonika are economically better off than the Creeks, 
and as their commerce and banking business is b2tter organised, the Greek 
merchants will always be dependent on the Jews in Salonika and, therefore, the 
Greeks will be compelled to respect the Jews. 


The Greek Word of Honour. 


Professor Streit then showed our representative a document from the highest 
Greek personage which deals with the Jewish question in Salonika, and in which 
the hope is expressed that not only will the allegations and outrages of Greek out- 
rages against the Jews prove to be false, but that the Salonika Jews will soon see 
that they are well treated by the Greeks, and will have no reason to complain. 
Finally his Excellency rose and exclaimed: “ I assure you not only in my capacity 
as Greek Minister but also as a man, that the Government of His Majesty the 
King of the Hellenes will always strive to do justice to the Jews in the newly. 
annexed provinces, not alone from purely political and economic reasons, bat also 
for moral reasons. Oar liberal constitution will also compel us to treat the Jews 
jastly and honestly.” 

EQUALITY FOR JEWS. 


Hence Jews have written declarations and solemn verbal promises of absolute 
equality as citizens from both Balgarians and Greeks. Nothing apparently could 
be more satisfactory. The qualifying word indeed might be omitted did we not 
remember past times—Rumania for example. Still, we have given us here the 
solemn word of the official representatives of the two countries in whose hands 
rests the future of the Jews in the Balkans, for whatever the exact settlement of 
territory that may be arrived at, it is certain that practically all the Jews in the 
Balkan provinces will come ynder the rule of one or other of the Kingdoms of 
Bulgaria or Greece. That solemn word is conceivably more binding than a forma) 
treaty, for it has been given voluntarily and in honour. * We have good ground, 
therefore, to take heart, and at least hope for the best for our brethren in the Near 
(ast, which will be dominated by either Bulgar or Greek.

A HOUSE OF COMMONS INCIDENT.

If I refer to these incidents it is, | repeat, only becanse an argument of the descrip- 
tion to which I referred in my last letter, can have no debating value unless it seeks to 
exploit a latent prejudice which the speaker believes or knows to exist in his andience 
against Lritish citizens who profess the Jewish faith. The danger is that its adoption 
by a leading Minister of the Crown will certainly encourage and develop an anti-Semitic 
wejudice even though, on consideration, he detests it and would not deliberately 
it. 

I had hoped you would have found some other earlier opportunity than February Ist 
to correct the dangerous impression which you now know was created not only in my 
mind, bat generally by your reference to me in the debate last ‘Thursday. Under these 
circumstances I assume you will have no objection to my sending our correspondence to 
the Jewish Press.

Shechita Mr. J. A. HAMWEE (president), presided over the monthly meeting of 
Reosd the Board held on Sanday last. 

: The annual report and balance-sheet were considered and adopted. 
The honorary officers were heartily congratulated on the successful results of their 
systematic admininistration, over £1,000 standing to the credit of the Board. 

Mr. JOSEPH SUSMAN moved the following resolutions, which were seconded 
by Mr. J. HYMAN, and carried unanimously :— 

(a) That in the opinion of this meeting it is necessary to have a Chief Rabbi for 
Manchester. 

(b) That a special committee be appointed to consider ways and means and to report 
thereon. 

(c) That in the meantime the consideration of grants to any charitable institutions 
be postponed. 

The following members of the Board:were appointed to serve on the special 
committee: Dr. Dalberg, J.P.. Messrs. J. Cohen, I. Cansino, |. Goodman, J. E. 
Goodman, A. Livingstone, E. Marks, B. Levy, I. Rosenblum, N. Shaffer, and M. 
Woolfsohn, with power to add to their number. 

It was distinctly pointed out and clearly understood that the movement was 
not in any way intended to be antagonistic to the Chief Rabbinate question in 
general. 

A vote of condolence to the family of the late Mr. Ezra Altaras was passed in 
silence. 

The annnal balance-sheet shows that for the year ended December 3lst, 1°12, 
1,921 had been received from butchers’ revenue, an increase of £153 on the previons 
year ; £953 was received for poultry killing against £577 in 1911. In the establishment 
expenses, the principal item was £1,450 for ealaries and wages, an increase of £1”) 
Grants were made to the Jewish Board of Guardians, £150, the Burial Board, £215, the 
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Jewish Hospital and the Talmnd Torah, £25 each, and £5 5s. to the Home and Shelter. 
Provision for Free Divine Services during the High Festivals cost £28. There wasa 
balance in the bank of £534, the largest since the establishment of the Board. The 
assets inclnde an investment of £0 in Stockport Corporation stock. 

The twenty first annual report states in part: From the balance-sheet it will be 
observed that the finances show an increase, notwithstanding increases of salaries granted 
during the year to most of the officials. This, happily, is due in large measure to peace 
and harmony being maintained in the community and the systematic working of its 
administration, combined with the strict supervision as regards Kashrua, et The 
Loard, in its capacity of the Manchester Central Jewish Anthority, regards with due 
concern the Chief Rabbinate question, as being the most momentous isene that claims 
the serions attention of Anglo-Orthodox Jewry. On several occasions during the past 
year the Special Committee of representatives of all the Manchester Synagogues met, 
and, at the instance of this board, informal conferences took place, on the occasions of 
the visits wherewith the commnanity was honoured by the learned Rabbis Dr. Hertz, Dr. 
Hyamson and Dr. Drachman, the respective candidates for the office of the Chief Rabbi. 
()n each occasion the meetings were filly representative, whereat varions expreasions of 
opinion were given and several points of vital importance were discussed with great 
satisfaction. It ia gratifying to record that on the nniqne occasion in the Anglo-Jewish 
Ministry, the semi-jnbilee of the Very Rev. the Haham, Dr. M. Gaster, the Board, as the 
figure-head of the Manchester Jewish community, manifested in a practical manner that 
in matters affecting the interests of Judaism, Manchester Jewry stood united and welded 
tovether withont distinction of community, svnagogue, or institation. The happy event 
of the attainment by Mr. 1). L. Alexander, K.C., the veteran president of the Board of 
Deputies, of his seventieth birthday was daly taken cognisance of by thie Board. Negotia 
tions are in progress with the Jewish Butchers Association, as also with several individnal 
butchers, with the purport of indacing some traustworthy party to open & butcher's shop 
in the district of Sonth Manchester to sitisfy the wants of Jewish residents there. The 
hoard tenders its best thanks to Mr. J. Susman, retiring Hon. Secretary, for the valnuahle 
services he has rendered during many years in office. The Hoard regrets to announce 
the resignation of Mr. N. Shaffer as Aon. Treasurer, which the Board most reluctantly 
accepted, and hereby accords its best thanks to Mr. Shaffer for his valuable services 
daring his term of oftice.

Doabt was expressed as to the possibility of taking immediate possession of the 
new portion required, it being at present sub let. Mr. Feldman, however. assured 
the meeting that dae notice had already been given to the tenant. and that no 
ditficalty need be apprehended on that score. 


Old Hebrew 
Congregation. 


A well-attended meeting of ladies and gentlemen in connection 
The Proposed with the Girls’ Clab movement was held at the Jewish Lostitute 
Girls’ Club. Rooms, on Sunday, Mrs. JOE COHEN, President. in the chair. 
Mrs. COHEN explained that in the interval which had elapsed 
ince the last meeting, she had tnterviewed certain property owners with a view to 
securing suitable premises, details of which she would lay before the mee ing in 
due course. Sbe had, further, consulted the Rev. M. Abrahams (Treasurer) as to 
the advisability of co-opting several gentlemen to form an advisory committee, 
aud as be had cordially approved of the suggestion she had sent letters to many 
prominent workers, and was pleased to fiad that so many had responded to the 
invitation, and had shown by their presence there that they were anxious and 
villtag to take an active part in the formation of a Jewish Girls' Clab. She was 
further pleased to say that there was a cuarantee from sixteen gentlemen practically 
to cover the rent of suitable premises, for at least twelve months. She invited 
opinions as to the farther course to be adopted. 

Mr. A. SAFF 4% coogratulated the President upon the activity she had dis 
played. Oalya few weeks ago the scheme apppeared, to all intents and purposes 
to be abortive. Mrs. Cohen had chanyed ali that. Her inflaence bad caused 
that representative gathering which they saw present that afternoon, and which, 
being drawn from all sections of the community, augured well for the success of the 
object which they had at heart. He moved: That a sub-committee of twelve 
ladies and six gentlemen be appointed to draw up rales and regalations for the 
Clab whea formed. 

In seconding the resolution, Mr. JOSEI’'A E. MYERS aaid that he was in 
accord with all that Mr. Saffer had said with reference to the remarkable change 
that Mra. Coben had effected in the general aspect of affairs. He was of opinion 
that at the outset the committee should not concern itself so much with the 
educational side of the movement, but should rather strive to offer to the girls an 
elevating alternative to their present social surroundings. Once they were brought 
uader the intlaence of a better environment, he felt sure that the educational 
incentive of the project would, of itself, appeal to the girls. 

The motion was supported by Messrs. Nathan Cohen, L. Rosenberg, L. 
Abrahams, H. M. Simans, Miss D. Shochet, and Mesdames H. Isaacs, M. Woolfe, 
J. Ll. Fox, 5. Fioeberg, H. Camrass, and J. Josephs, and was carried unanimously. 

A sub-committee was then elected. 

A farther special committee of five gentlemen were deputed to survey and 
report on certain premises, with the view to renting the one most suitable for their 
purpose. A discussion arose as to the maximum amount of rent to be paid, and 
op tae proposition of Mr. Morris Frats and I1. M. Simans it was decided to leave the 
matter to the discretion of those appointed. 

The Rev. M. Abrahams was requested to approach the trustees of certain 
property that seemed most deairable. 

The PRESIDENT said that a large number of girls bad already signified their 
lesire to be enrolled as members, and she had no doubt that after that meeting the 
members would greatly increase in number. It was urgently advisable to proceed 
with details as soon as poasible ; shé’thought that a farther meeting should be held 
tbat day week. 

The suggestion was unanimously agreed to. 


The annua! bal! in aid of the fands of the Jewish Institute is to 
Jewish Institute. be held next Thursday, at the Grand Central Hotel, The 

executive of the Institute are striving to enlist the co-operation 
and support of the community in making the function a snccess. The idea pre- 
vails that as it is not a charitable organisation, the Institute has little claim upon

rocent times that practically no response has been forthcoming to assist them on 
‘he only occasion during the year on which they ask for some slight recognition of 
né many and varied services the Institute yives to all sections of local communal 
ctivity. It is generally admitted that the Institute is utilised as a centre of local 
ommunal life, facilities being freely granted to most of the charity and social 
organisations to use the premises as their official headquarters. Mr. Hyman 
Morris (the chairman) appeals to the communal leaders in some degree to con 
cede recognition of the Institute’s work, by extending their co-operation to the 
executive to make the ball a success.

JEWS AND SUFFRAGISM. 


TO THE EDITOR—From Mr. PERCY COHEN, 25, Princelet Street, E. 


Sik,—Though | have already occupied your colamna on this subject, perhaps 
you may be willing to allow me to comment on Miss Ethel Bebrens’ letter ofa 
fortnicht ago. 

Apparently, she sees in the formation of this Jewish League for Woman 
Sutfrage an opportanity for ecclesiastical energy in divers directions. Instead of 
‘ dry-as-dust discourses ” on Jewish ethics and the significance of Jewish festivals, 
we might have pulpit references (from which it would be impossible to exclude 
pulpit epigrams, pulpit “ Limehouse,” and pulpit invective) on the “ great social 
problems” of the day. Thus a godsend to the Jewish community. There would 
be no need for the average Jewish man or woman to read the 7smes or the Dail), 


News or Votes for Women. A Saturday morning visit to (say) St. Petersburgh 


Place would dispel all illusions, clear away all doubts, remove al! mental cobwebs. 
Your correspondent imagines that such pontilical pronouncements from the pulpit 
would revive interest in the synagogue. Her na ret’ is profound. If we want to 
celebrate the obsequies of the dynagogue, let us get the Rev. Mr. A to address us 
on International Arbitration, with special reference to the Panama Canal, 
or the Kev. Mr. B on the Criminal Law Amendment Act, with special 
reference to the programme of the Jewish League for Woman Suatirage, 
or the Rev. Mr. C on the Housing ‘)uestion, with especial reference 
to the silence of Jewish M.P.’s. In short, let us koow our politics from 
a secluded coferte of Jewish clerics, who would make amends for “ dry-as- 
dust discourses” on exclusively Jewish things by Saturday morning satire 
or rhetoric on exclusively un-Jewish things. Indeed, we could build a new syna 
gogue on the ruins of the old synagogue—the ruins of an edifice which once 
attracted the men and women of Israel because they were Israelites. In the new 
régume, Clement's Inn would eclipse Mount Sinai. The traditions of thousands 
of years would be as nothing to the doctrinaire quackery and super-ridiculous 
dogmatism of a suffragist tract. Miss Behrens’ plea is borrowed from the engaging 
pages of Lamb. She desires (though she may not be aware of it), to burn down 
a religious house to roast a pig-—and a very ugly one. Now pigs are not for 
Jewish consumption, and I decline to entertain the idea that the Jewish com 
munity will watch the spectacle of the burning of their religious houses in order 
to taste food which would not only be defiling the synagogue, but would be 
poisoning our religious traditions. 

As I see the matter, a subtle conspiracy has been engineered by the proud 
pioneers of the Jewish l.eague for Woman Sutirage, and, in that conspiracy 
the ecclesiastics have played a part which has been obvious throughout. 
It is @ conspiracy to ingratiate the Jewish community with the clerical 
view of political problems. To make the success of the conspiracy 
assured, the pulpit has been introduced, and the “great social problems” 
will be treated in the language of cant and special pleading. 1, for one, 
decline to go to a synagogue in which a worthy Jewish divine is to tell me 
his version of contemporary politics. Miss Behrens speaks about the “great 
spiritual force” which is wanting in the Synagogue. Her complaint may or 
may not bé legitimate; but as soon as she can prove to me that discourses on 
Suffragism, plutocracy, international honesty, and the wages of the agricultural 
labourer can impart the spiritual interest which she desires, so soon will I join the 
Jewish League of Woman Suifrage. But she can do no such thing. The opinions 
and prejudices of our clerics on the “ great social problems ” are not for the pulpit; 
they are for their parlours and tea-tables. And I am sure the oiler dicta of the 
average Jewish clergyman on these matters are worth no more than those of the 
average Jewish artisan. I will go further: | would sooner trust the average 
artisan on politics than the average clergyman. Has Miss Behrens heard of priest- 
ridden politics? Has she studied the propaganda of the Church League for 
Woman Suffrage’ Has she noticed how highly-scented is the cant when the 
average priest discourses on politics from the inner recesses of his soul? My 
intellect may be somewhat cloudy, but I cannot distinguish between the 
“human problems ” casually mentioned by your correspondent and the problems 
which excite the whole paraphernalia of political squabbling. [ven if we dissect 
the human from the political—I merely state an hypothesis—-again I fail to see 
how and when and why we should seek the aid of the clergyman i (/ie pu‘pit. 

After all, it is wholly a question of what we intend the synagogue to be. Are 
we to respect tradition or are we to let in the light of new-fangledness and modern 
fanaticism ? Are we to be conservative in the religious sense of the word, or are 
we to be progressive in the political sense of the word’ Are we to follow old 
paths, or tread new ones” Are we to preserve the sacred decorum of the syna- 
gogue service, untrammelled by the quackery of too-zealous partisans of a political 
school, or are we to sink the pulpit—the secular instrument for the delivery of 
the spiritual message—in the mire of controversy. If you regale the Jewish 
worshipper with the Law of the Jewish League for Woman Suffrage instead of 
the Law of Moses, he can only do one thing: he will leave the Synagogue. Give 
him politics for prayers, epigrams for the words of piety, political doctrine for 
Jewish dogma, and he will treat the Synagogue with contempt. 

In my previous letter, I hazarded the conjecture that the promoters of the 
Jewish League for Woman Suffrage desire the Synagogue to assume the status of 
a Whitetield’s Tabernacle. I now see it was not conjecture; it was trath. 
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THE DAILY PRAYER-BOOK. 


AN OUTSIDE VIEW. 


The Spectator of last week contained an article on the Authorised Daily Prayer 
Book, which is most interesting, as giving an outside view of a compilation which 
is not alone dear to the heart of the Jew, but with which the life and the soul of 
the Jew is to so large an extent interwoven. We comment in our leading colamns 
on the article, and here reproduce it in fall:— 


A new edition of the “Authorised Daily Prayer-lsook of the | nited 
Hebrew Congregations of the British Empire” brings a very interesting 
anthology of prayer to the notice of the Gentile public. The composition of 
the book is not unlike that of our own Prayer-Book, or perhaps one might say 
even more like that of the Roman Missal. The first compilation known of 
the Jewish Book of Common Prayer dates from Babylon in the ninth 
century. It was put together by the Rabbi Amram. Additions have been 
made all through the ages, but upon his Prayer-I}ook all subsequent |’rayer. 
Books are based. Prayers for morning and evening, services for Sabbaths and 
for working days, for marriage, burial, the visitation of the sick, etc., are 
interspersed with long and short portions of Scripture, and, less frequenily, 
with portions from “The Ethics of the Iathers.” We find @ short creed 
drawn up by Moses Maimonides; otherwise the whole scheme of the 
book is ethical, spiritual, and ceremonial, and contains nothing 
which could be in the ordinary sense of the word described as 
theology—nothing whatever analogous to the Thirty-nine Articles; the 
English Catechism. or the Westminster Confession. This last; perhaps, 
goes without saying. 

The first thing that strikes the non-Jewish reader as he turns over the 
leaves of this book is that the conception of the Diety which inspires the 
liturgy of the Jews is the conception. which we are accustomed to associate 
with the New Testament rather than with the Old. God is the Father of the 
Faithful, not the God to whom vengeance belongeth.” Love,” kindness,” 
“mercy,” are the attributes continually ascribedto Iiim. Most distinctly the 
Hebrew worshipper does not imagine to himself a tribal God. Israel 
is no doubt His favoured son; none the less, He is a God who 
“loveth the stranger.” Forgiveness is ascribed to God without ceasing. 
“Thou givest a hand to transgressors,” we read, and the worshipper 
prays for a happy life, and the priest in delivering the blessing 
wishes the congregation happiness with a frankness which strikes 
the Christian reader as strange and even secular. The sense of sin which 
permeates our Prayer-Book is almost absent, and the sadness, apprehension, 
and longing which expresses itself in our Litany is bardly to be found. When 
one considers the tragic history of the race, the joyful tone of the Jewiah 
Prayer-Book is amazing. Only very rarely are their terrible and peculiar 
troubles (other than the Biblical captivity), alluded to. A few instances of 
very sad and terribly shrewd expressions of scrrow, however, stand out. ‘‘ Our 
soul is shrunken by reason of the sword and captivity and pestilence and 
plague, and of every trouble and sorrow.” And again, * Look from Ileaven 
and see bow we bave become a scorn and derision among the nations. 
Strangers say ‘there is no hope or expectancy for you.’ ” 

It is strange to meet, in a book of Hebrew devotion, with suggestions of 
doctrines we bad thought wholly Christian. \icarions sacrifice is at least 
once suggested, and even imputed righteousness. “ We have no good works 
of our own,” say the suppliants, and “let the binding (upon the altar) of 
(Isaac) an only Son appear before thee-to the welfare of lerael.” Ethically, 
too we find several prayers of a distinctly Christian character. ‘Guard my 
tongue from evil and my lips from speaking guile, and to such as curse me 
let my soul be dumb.” Not only with his lips, but in bis life would the 
worshipper avoid revenge. It is impossible to deny, if a jndical inquiry could 
take place into the persecutions suffered by the Jews, that the persecuted 
would appear in a more Christian light than the perseeutors, jadged 
by the standard, not of the Church, bunt of the Gospel. “The only 
Christians in Europe turning the other cheek,” said Mr. Zangwill, in 
laudable enthusiasm. Oar Sabbatarianism comes, of course, direct from 
Judaism; “out of Houndsditch,” as. Carlyle would have said. Jewish 
Sabbatarianism, however, is not quite like ours. The Sabbath is to the 
Jew a day of joy. Something analogous to the German feeling for 
Christmas seems to connect itself with the kindling of the “ Sabbath lights.” 
[We wonder if the “ Grac2 for Light,” which Moira O’ Neill speaks of as being 
said by Antrim peasants when the candles are lit, has any connection with the 
Jewish thanksgiving offered at the lighting of the Sabbath fire’ ‘Come, 
my friend, to meet the bride; let us welcome the presence of the Sabbath,” 
we read in the service for ‘ The inauguration of the Sabbath.” A sense of 
festival takes hold of the reader as he follows the thanksgivings of a people 
probably always overworked, and calling, with a sense of delight, upon their 
God to “accept our rest.” 

The Jewish worshipper is instructed to give thanks in far more detail 
than the Christian. Short graces are to be said on very many different 
occasions. For instance, “on hearing good tidings”; “on seeing beautifal 
trees or animals”; “on seeing a rainbow”; ‘on seeing trees blossoming for 
the first time in the year”; “on seeing a sage distinguished for his knowledge 
of the law ”; “on seeing wise men distinguished for other than sacred learn- 
ing.” Learning is greatly exalted all through the book. In the passages 
quoted from “the Fathers” and “the Rabbis” we feel as if too much were 
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said about it—enongh to give otfence to simple people. Onur Lord, in exalting 
simplicity, plainly rebuked the extraordinary religious value set upon learn- 
ing. On the other band, ‘a prayer for a higher enlightenment ” is one which 
might be introduced with advantage into many Christian services. It is only 
fair also to add that sentences ocour from time to time in deprecation of 
expediency as a test of morals. The man, we read, who “ fears sin before he 
loves wisdom ” has a wisdom which will “ endure.” 

The passages headed “ Ethics of the Fathers,” and taken, we imagine, 
from the Talmnad, are very wise, but perhaps rather worldly. “ Love work, 
hate lordship, and seek no intimacy with the ruling power,” was no doubt 
very good advice to give to the Jew of the Middle Ages. So, no donbt, was 
the following, ‘ Pray for the welfare of the (jovernment, for bat for the fear 
thereof men would swallow each other alive.” The next shows how strong 
was the Jewish fear of tyranny; how much doubt of the monarchic principle, 
such donbt as Samnel expressed so wonderfally, remained ever in the Jewish 
mind: *‘ Judge not alone, for none may judge alone save one ; neither say ito 
thy judicial colleagues), ‘ Accept my view,’ for the choice is theirs (to concur) ; 
and it is not for thee (to compel concurrence).” Their idea of a saint is 
strangely modern. “He who says, ‘ What is mine is mine and what is thine 
ig thine,’ bis is a neutral character; . . . he whosays, ‘ What is mine is thine 
and what is thine is thine,’ is a saint.” 

Very little superstition is to be found in this book—~as little as could be 
found, we think, in any anthology of devotion—the greater part of which is of 
such extreme antiquity. We quote one prayer to be said at night which is 
not free of superstition. It is somehow typical of the shell and kernel which 
form part of all religions. “in the name of the Lord, the God of Israel, 
may Michael be at my right hand; Gabriel at my left; before me Uriel ; 
behind me Raphael; and above my head the divine presence of God.” The 
fnture life seems to take now, as it took in the Old Testament, but a small 
part ‘in the thought or the worship of the Jewish people. Nevertheless 
it is distinctly atlirmed in the creed of Maimonides and taken for granted 
in many other places. Apparently the Jews, or those who hold to the 
orthodox Prayer-Book, still look for a Messiah. “I believe with perfect 
faith in the coming of the Messiah, and, though he tarry, I will wait daily for 
bis coming,” they say. In a very interesting article by Mr. Montefiore, 
appearing in the current number of the Iibiert Journal, it is stated that the 
Jews who belong to the Reformed Synagogue and account themselves 
Liberals in religion have abandoned the hope of a personal Messiah while 
still cherishing the thought of a Messianic Age, just as Liberal Christians 


have abandoned belief in a “Second Coming” while still hoping for the 
Christianization of the world. 


“THE ROMANCE OF THE ROTHSCHILDS. 


SCATHING CRITICISM OF MR. BALLA'S BOOK 
BY MR. LUCIEN WOLF. 


“The Romance of the Rothschilds,” to exposing the fallacies and errors of 
which our contributor “Mentor” devoted last week’s “Armchair,” has been 
subjected to a scathing criticism by Mr. Lucien Wolf, from whose pen appeared 


an article in the J/aily Telegraph of Friday last. In the course of his article, Mr. 
Lucien Wolf says: 


An inquisitive person onceasked Nathan Rothschild how he bad made his fortune. 
* By minding my own business,” dryly answered the millionaire. This secretive 
habit, which Nathan transmitted to his descendants, with bis millions, has been 
the despair of the enterprising historians who, from time to time, have undertaken 
to gratify the public curiosity concerning the origin and growth of the Rothschild 
fortune. At a dinner-party at Ilam House, Nathan, in an expansive moment, 
gave Sir Thoras lowell Buxton an interesting outline of his early experiences, 
which ultimately got into print. Some years later his brother James, harassed 
by blackmailers, was stung into publishing a pamphlet denying some calumnionus 
legends concerning his house; and when Mr. Leopold de Rothschild presided over 
the Newspaper Presse Fund dinner, in 1903, he related an anecdote of his grand- 
father, of which | shall have something to say presently. These, however, are 
the only recorded contributions the Rothschilds have made to the now very con 
siderable literature of which they are the heroes, and not infrequently the villains. 

The result is a curious study in folk-lore. Authentic information not being 
available, vulgar hypothesis has taken its place. This has gradually grown into 
accepted anecdote. Sentimentalists have had some pretty stories to tell; anti- 
Semitism and personal spite have constructed legends of a less agreeable type. 
And so the material has grown, like the universe, ex-nihilo. It was first collected 
ip book form tn 1*>7 by an anonymous writer, who padded it cut with wearisome 
histories of all the Stock Exchanges in Europe, and published it in Prague under 
the title “Des Haus Rothschild; Seine Geschichte und Seine Geschifte.” An 
adaptation of this book with uncritical additions was published in London in 1837 
by Mr. John Reeve. Similar works, but with a more anti-Semitic bias, were 
composed in the nineties by Frederich Von Scherb in Berlin, and Edouard 
Demachy in Paris. Besides these books there have been innumerable pamphlets. 
The whole has now been recast by Herr Ignatius Balla in a bulky volume, entitled 
“The Romance of the Rothschilds,” of which a notice appeared in the Dail, 
Teleqrap/: last Thursday. 

The Latest Book. 

Unconsciously, Herr Balla’s book has been well named. Except where it 
deals with the public activities of the Rothschilds, as recorded in reputable news- 
papers and other works of reference, it contains little else than “romance.” It is 
really nothing more than an industrious collection of the aforesaid legends inter- 
woven with a slipshod narrative of the more authentic facts. And yet, although 
it is dubbed “romance,” the whole is presented, and even vouched for, as sober 
and authentic history. It would be a tedious task to correct all its errors and 
expose all its “ romances,” but perhaps a couple of typical examples will suffice. 

None more characteristic of Herr Balla’s inaccuracy could be given than his 
account of the origin of the Rothschild family. Here he had no need of any 
personal confidences. The municipal and Jewish archives of Frankfort are rich in 
information concerning the Judengasse and its denizens, and they have been 
very diligently and fruitfully explored by the local antiquaries, more particularly 
by Dr. Horovitz, Herr Ulimann, and Dr. Alexander Dietz, who has chiefly dealt 
with the Rothschilds. Of these labours, so important for his book, Herr Balla 
has apparently never heard. He knows of no ancestor earlier than Amschel 
Moses Kothschild, who died in 1755; and of bim, he assures us, “ history tells us 
nothing” except that he was ‘“‘a Jewish hawker,” and that he had no surname 
until he settled in Frankfort “and put a red shield over the door of his house.” 

16th-Century Ancestor. 

As a matter of fact, history tells us a great deal more. The first ancestor of 
the Rothschilds to settle in Frankfort was one Elchanan Uri, of Friedberg, who 
took up his abode in the town in 1530, married an heiress, and built for bimself 
the house known as the “ Halm,” or “Cock.” The house of the Red Shield was 
built by his son Isaac in 1567, whence one branch of his descendants, comprising 
the present banking house, took the name of Rothschild, while others, for similar 
reasons, assumed the surnames of Hahn and Bauer. The Rothschilds, however, 
had no connection with the House of the Red Shield after 1717. Isaac’s grandson, 
Herz Rothschild, lived in another house, known as the “ Hintere Pfanne,” and al!

The Rey. ALFRED ADLER used to say that he found as much inspiration in the

They divide 
themselves into six heads—Calendurial, Institutional, Statistical, Personal, Legal and Historical. The Rev. ISIDORE 
HARRIS, who bas edited the JEWISH YEAR BOOK for many years past, has succeeded in producing the most 
systemat’c © Annual’ published. 


First comes the Calendar—. painstaking piece of work for which the Rev. Gerald Friedlander is responsible. Then 
follow Communal Institutions divided into three sections Metropolitan, Provincial a:4 Colonial. Tbe Metropolitan 
Institutions sre, of course, the most important. They comprise Synagogues, 


Ecclesiastical Authorities an. Institutions, Charities, 
Religious Bodies, Literary and Social Unions, 
Representative Institutions, Clubs and Athletic Societies, 
Theological Colleges Financial Institutions, 
Educational Institutions, Zionist Societies, 
Libraries, Friendly and Benefit Societies, 
Schools and Classes, | Labour and Trade Unions. 


The whole gives an admirab'e survey of the religious, educational, charitable, soc‘al and literary life of 
London Jews. Synagoxyues are divided.into constituents of the United Synagogue and other synagogues. A list 
of synagogue officials and honorary officers is followed by some account of the organisations and activities connected with 


each synagogue and with the United Synagogue as a whole. Ecclesiastical Authorities and Institutions comprises t 
Beth Din, | Watchers, 
the Shechita Board, Ritual Baths arc 
Mohelim, Cemeteries. 


Then follows a list of Religious Institutions with their officers. Representative Institutions come rext, and 
then follows everything relating to Education. Metropolitan Charities, Committees, 2.d Benevolent Funds are 
the next item. In addition to the list of ofticials, the income and expenditure is given. Very striking «are the figures 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians, for instance—Income (1911), £69,000; expenditure, £72,000. Income and 
expenditure is also an itern which figures in most other institutions. It is of interest to read that the total income of 
the sixteen constituents of the United Synagogue amounted to £36,000, and the expenditure to £37,000. The list of 
Literary and Social Unions is a full one, and that of Clubs and Athletic Sccieties shows that the club life of the com- 
munity is going strong. Financial Institutions includes a number of Companies having for their object the promotion 
of the welfare of Palestine. This section is followed by Zionist Societies. The listof Friendly and Benefit Societies 
and Labour and Trade Unions has been very ably and carefully compiled by Mr.A3. A. Fersht. 


The Provincial and Colonial sections of the work are arranged on much the same plan as the Metropolitan, except 
that they are necessarily compiled on a much smaller scale. The usual divisions of each town, whother Provincial or 
Colonial, are—Synagogues, Schools and Classes, Charities and Miscellaneous Institutions. But sech an important 
centre of Jewish life as Manchester is treated almost as fully as London itself. In the Colonies, the account of Sydney 
(by the Rév. F. L.. Cohen) oceupies « prominent place. India is as fully described as ever. 


The Jewish Year Book /has always been distinguished for the care and ability with which it has presented its

his direct descendants, including his great-grandson, Amschel Moses, lived and dicd 
there. 

Meyer Amschel Rothschild, the founder of the precent House, was born there, 
but in 1780 he bought thé house known asthe Sign of the Green Shield: That 
house, and not the Red Shield, is the famous ancestral home of the Kothschilds, 
which is so often referred to. It is the only house which has survived the destruc- 
tion of the old Ghetto. As for Moses Amschel’s circumstances, it is a romantic 
exaggeration to describe him as “‘a poor hawker.” He wasa respectable trades- 
man, in a small way of business, anda link between two banking houses, for his 
father, Moses Callmann Rothschild, was himeelf a banker and bill-broker, and it 
was largely dune to the repute in which he was held that bis orphaned grandson, 
Meyer Amsechel, was allowed to serve bis apprenticeship in the ()ppenheimer 
Bank at Hanover. So mach for Herr Balla’s accuracy. The examples might be 
multiplied indefinitely. 

Baseless Stories. 


Much more serious, however, is his credulity. This is illustrated most con- 
spicaonsly by his explanations of how the Rothschilds made their colossal fortune. 
The idea that they probably made it honestly never seems to have occurred to him, 
or if it did, he perhaps dismissed it as too humdrum for his romantic purpose. ‘At 
any rate, he presses into his service, and elaborately embroiders, every bit of 
scandalous gossip on which he can lay his hands. The barden of this gossip, which 
relates chie!t!y to Nathan Meyer Rothschild, the founder of the London honee, but 
ig every tow and then applied to the family generally, or vaguely retailed as of “a 
loan of so many millions negotiated with a certain State,” is that the fortune was 
made by rigging the stock market, by disseminating false news, by bribing public 
men, and similar genial devices. One would imagine that for grave charges of this 
kind some proof would be adduced, or some authority quoted. Notatall. Herr 
Balla thinks that it soffices to say that the “ facts’ are as he states them, or to 
illustrate them with a more or less circumstantial story, of which he can have ro 
personal knowledge, but for which he apparently assumes the entire responsibility. 
To test all these stories is impossible, but eome of them can be quite easily dis- 
proved, and they are among the most characteristic—in their origin as in their 
tencr in the volume. 

Take, for example, the Waterloo story. This is the most widely disseminated 
of all the Rothschild myths, and had Herr Balla so pleased be could have quoted a 
host of anecdotic authorities for it. He has preferred to make it bis own, like all 
the other scandalous anecdotes he tells, and hence it may fairly. be treated as 
typical. The story, brietly, is that in order to deceive the Stock Exchange, Nathan 
Rotbschild followed Wellingtcn to the field of Waterlco, and that when he saw 
which way the battle was going he posted to J.ondon, depressed the market by 
hints of disaster, secretly bought the depressed stock, and thus managed to ‘scoop ” 
several millons sterling when the official news arrived. 

A Pure Invention. 


Although Herr Balla requires no fewer than six pages in which to set forth all 
the sensational details of this frandulent operation, it is a pure invention from 
beginning toend. It was quite unknown to Nathan Kothschild’s contemporaries 
and biographers, and even to the pampbletcers who delighted in vilifying him. It 
first appeared in an anti-Semitic brochure published in Paris in 1<4'), ander the 
title, ** Histoire L-:difiante de NKothschild I.,” the author of which was a shady 
journalist named Georges Dairnvell, who bad conceived the idea of blackmailing 
the head of the Paris firm, Baron James de Rothechild, with it. He firat sub- 
mitted bis manuscript to the Baron and asked for a sum of money for its 
suppression, and it was only when this impudent proposal wag rejected that be 
resorted to publication. ‘The pamphlet made some litt!e stir, and Baron James was 
stung into publishing a reply in which he told the story of the attempted chantage. 
In this reply be aleo specifically denied the allegation that his brother Nathan 
was ip Belgium or anywhere near the ceat of war at the time of the battle. 

But the falsity of the story is not only proved by its tainted origin, and the 
denial of Baron James. At New Court all the facts of how the news of Wellington's 
victory was received-——for it is true that Rothschild was the firat to receive it, 
although be did not bring it—have been preserved. They show conclusively that 
it was rot until the following dav that ke left London for Brussels, and then it 
was under instructions from the Treasury, which had commissioned him to 
despatch a consignment of gold to the British headquarters, the invoice for which 
is still to be seen in Messrs. Rothschild’s counting-house. They further show that 
Nathan Rothschild received two messages containing the news, and both arrived 
before the official despatches. 

The first was brought from Dunkirk, by a vessel belonging to the firm, and 
commanded by a certain Captain Cullen, and was in the form of a “ Gazette 
Extraordinary,” issued in Brussels during the night of June 18-19, and containing 
the single line, * Great victory of the English.” This was carried from Brussels 
to Dankirk by a special courier, and it reached New Court shortly after midnight 
on the 19th. Early cext morning it was communicated to Lord Liverpool, but he 
refused to believe it, as the news of Ligny and ()uaatre Bras reached him at the 
same time, and he professed bimeelf unable to reccncile the two stories. The 
second message was brought by Rothechild’s agent at Ghent, who had been present 
at the announcement of the victory to Louis XVIII. by Pozzo di Borgo. He 
arrived in London during the afterncon of June 20, and was immediately sent on 
to Downing Street, where he was examined and cross-examined by Lord Liverpool 
and Mr. Croker. Some thirty hours later the news was contirmed by Wellington’s 
despatches. 

Rothschild and the Money Market, 


This disposes cf the story cf Nathan Rothschild’s presence at the battle. It 
remains to say a few words about the more serious and generic charge that he 
kept bis news secret and deceived the money market. I have already pointed out 
that he sent both bis messages to Downing Street as soon as he received them. 
But this was notall. ‘he arrival cf his messengers was well known in the City, 
and the whole stcry was actually told in the London Courier of June 2lst. As 
for the allegation that he depressed tke stcck market by hinting at a British 
disaster, in order to be able to purchase stock at a low price before the official 
news arrived, the truth is that from the first he bought largely and openly, in face 
of an incredulous and falling market. How open his transactions were is proved 
by indisputable contemporary evidence. Thus in the Courier of June 20th it is 
stated that “Rothschild bas made great purchases of stock.” Still more emphatic 
is an entry in Thomas Rarkes’s “Journal.” He relates that on the 2lst he dined 
with Lord and Lady Willloughby de Eresby and fourd the company “in breatb- 
less impatience ” for news of the battle. “I felt little alarm,” he adds, “as I had 
heard that Rothechild was purchasing stock largely, and that the funds had risen 
2 per cent.” 

The whole of this miserable catchpenny romance is, then, absolutely false. 
But the worst remains to be stated. I have spoken of Herr Balla’s credulity, but 
in trath | am not quite certain that he is as simple as he appeare. When he wrote 
cut this elaborate calumny, bad he any suspicion of its untruth? I fear that he 
would have some difficulty in convincing a jury that he had none. On page 84 of 
his precious romance I find the followingstory: ‘It once happened that a captain 
brought him (Nathan Rothschild) a copy cf a Dutch journal announcing some great 
victory of the English troops. Rothschild at once went to the Treasury and 
informed Lord Liverpool, without telling the source of his information. They 
laughed at his ‘ good news,’ as a defeat of the English had been communicated the 
day before; but the accuracy of his information was proved a few days afterwards, 
and his reputation was enbanced.” Where did Herr Balla get this story from ? 
There is no difficulty in tracing it. It was told by Mr. Leopold de Rothschild et 
the dinner of the Newspaper Press Fund, over which he presided on April 4th, 
1903. Aod what was the battle to which it refers? It wae, as Mr. de Rottschild 
himself stated, the Battle of Waterloo. 


MR. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE AND THE

A REPLY TO “THE FUTURE OF JUDAISM IN ENGLAND.” 


In the current issue of the Hilbert /ourna/, Mr. Claude Montefiore writes 
complaining that an article on “The Future of Judaism in England” (which 
appeared in the October issue), “contains various errors, one or two of which i 
may be worth while to correct” He says :— 


|. Itis untrne that the new Liberal Jewish Synagogue in [ill Street is “ outside the 
general community to such an extent that negotiations for burial rights in a Jewish 
cemetery have been broken off.” On the contrary, the authorities of the Upper Berkeley 
Street Synagogue have kindly placeda certain number of grave-spaces at our disposal in 
their cemetery, and, if their ground had been less limited in size, they would have given 
us tore. 
2. The statenients about Reform and Liberal Judaism in America on p. 173 contain 
a number of inaccuracies, from wh ch I select the following 
1) It ia inaceurate that, in America, there is an “open competition between the 
Reform Ministers in the introduction of innovations.” 
‘b, It ia inaccurate that “the ancient ritual bas been metamorphosed out of all 
resemblance and keeping with Judaism.” 
| It is inaccurate that “it is mach more akin to Christianity in its concepts, ita 
appearance, and its practice.” 
4d) It is inaccurate that “the Sabbath has been changed from Saturday to Sunday.” 
Oat of the very large number of Liberal Jew sh synagogues, there are not more 
than two or three which have no service on Saturday. Very. many have no 
service on Sanday Some have service both on Saturday and Sunday. In 
Cairo, Englishmen in the service of the Egyptian Government have to work on 
Sundays: therefore, there are special Church services on Friday, the Moham 
medan rest day. Even so, because the immense majority of American Jews 
have to work on Saturdays, services have been arranged for them on Sanday 


mornings 
) * Marriage with non-Jews is countenanced by some Ministers.” There are very 
few, indeed, of such Ministers. And if “countenanced ' means “ approved” or 


“enconraged,”’ there are none. All that can be said is that a very few Ministers, 
rather than that there should be no r/ijyivus sanction whatever to the 
marriage, prefer, as the leaser of tue evils, to give that sanction themselves. 
And, even in these few cases, it is, I believe, often stipalated that any offspring 
of the marriage are to be educated as Jews. 

The weekly reading of the Torah Pentateuch) has been discontinned.’ Again 
inaccurate for the immense majority of Liberal Jewish Synagogues. 

As regards the New Testament and the right position of Jesus in the Jewish 
religion, Mr. Montefiore observes that ‘it is rather strange that I should jast have 
received a letter from an eminent Christian divine in New York, in which he 
says: ‘It has been a cause of surprise to me, as well as of deep regret, to see how 
completely many of your coreligionists, in other respects men of breadth and 
intelligence, have surrendered their own right to Jesus without protest. The 
recent Theology of Reformed Judaism, published by Dr. Kobler, is a notable 
example of this.’ Now Dr. Kobler is one of the most prominent Liberal Rabbis 
in America, and he is the head cf the Hebrew Unioa College for the training of 
Liberal Jewish Ministers for all the United States.”

The welfare of the 
Jewish community re-acts upon the State as surely as does that of any other 
commupity in this country. “ D.F.” cites the Aliens Act as a proof of the manner 
in which our Jewish M.P.’s work. Whata proof! Does D.!.” know that 
many Jewish M.P.’sabstained from voting, and, if lam not mistaken, one Jewish 
member voted for the Bill? The claute in the Shops Acts was only inserted after 
mapy protest meetings had been held, and is a proof of my contention that by 
organisation we can obtain what is refused us now. Had that Memorandum 
emanated from, say, the Irish party, would Sir E. Grey have answered in the 
manner he did? It is useless to point ont the advantages of organisation, the fact 
is too plain. Whether they agree or not, the Jewish M.P.’s are looked upon in the 
House as the guardians of Jewish interests; this is shown from the instances when, 
on non-Jewieh M.P.’s being addressed on Jewish matters, the reply has been “* Go 
to your Jewish members.” Immediately above his reply, as it appeared in your 
columns, “ D. F.” will find that the Passport ()uestion. was again raised by the 
member for N.W. Manchester,a non-Jew. Not one Jewish member has yet 
raised this question. What does he think of them’ I wonder. 

In conciusion, let me impress upon * D. |.” and those of his opinion, that the

istice. The simplest and surest way to live down anti Semitism and to earo the 
respect and esteem of our non-Jewish neighbours, is to be Jews in the fullest 
sense of the word.

WEST HAM SYNAGOGUE TALMUD TORAH 
AND SABBATH AND RELIGION CLASSES 


DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 


> 


Prizes were distributed on Sunday, at the l’ublic Hall, Woodgrange Road, to the 
pupils of the West Ham Synagogue Talmad Torah and Sabbath and Religion Classes. 
Dr. A. EtcHHouz presided, and the awards were presented by Mrs. Fichholz. 

Bouquets were handed to Mrs. Eichhoiz and to the Mayoress of West Ham 
(Miss Spittle). 


The Mayor of West Ham (Alderman W. G. Spittle, J.P.) introdaced the Chairman. 
He referred to the pleasure it gave him to be present, for he felt that ail bodies in the 
borough, irrespective of creed, called apon an equal shere of his attention as Mayor. 
The CHAIRMAN said that, owing to the interest he took in Jewish education, he had 
u fairly intimate knowledge of what was going on at those classes. In recent times 
particularly, it had been his duty to watch their progress. He would recall some features 
of their growth, for he felt sure they would interest those present. ‘The classes were 
established in 187, when there was an attendance of 25 pupils. In 1907, the 
number had reached &), ang at the present time was 140. Whenever he or his 
colleagnes on the Supervision Committee of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes 
had visited the Classes, he was pleased to aay they had been struck by the brightness, 
the response, and the eagerness of the children in taking up knowledge. The general 
impression produced by a visit was always a good one n the last year, something 
had been done which had given the Supervision Committee a great deal of pleasure. 
The Classes were now known as the West Ham Synagogue Talmnd Torah and Sabbath 
and Religion Classes, which meant that there had been a joining ap of two bodies. 
There had been a likelihood at one time of two movements growing up side by side, 
the Talmud Torah and the Classes, but it was thought that if they could bring them 
together it would be to the benefit of all concerned, especially the children. The com 
bination had been snecessfully accomplished, and he hoped that wherever similar 
unions were possible the excellent example of West Ham would be followed. It would 
surprise them to hear thatthe successful conduct of the Classes during the past year had 
cost the modest snm of £‘%). When he reminded them that this was the figure for edu- 
cating over 100children several times a week, they must know that somebody Was sacrificing 
something somewhere. To goon progressing they reqnired more money, and he made a fer 
vent appeal to them to rise to the occasion of educating their children in even a better way 
than in the past. If they began by helping themselves they would find that help would 
be forthcoming from the general community. ‘Tbe work of the classes had not in the 
ast been done—they would forgive him for saying so--ander the best of conditions 
he housing accommodation conld well be mach better, and he hoped he was not 
prophesying in the dark when he said that there would be a new building for classrooms 
erected at no distant date. The rooms in which the children received their Jewish 
education shonld be no worse than those in which they were tanght in the day 


schools, so tbat they shonld respect their anrroundings in the same way. After 
addressing the children on their duty as Jews and Jewesses,. Dr. Eichholz went 
on to refer to two losses which the Jewish commnunity had jnst sustained. The late 


Mr. Nathaniel L. Cohen and the Kev. B. Berliner had both been workers in the cause of 
Jewish education. Mr. Cohen was one of the pioneers of Jewish religious education and 
to him the foundation of the work of the Jewish Religious Education Board was very 
largely due. He wonld be remembered as one of the greatest supporters of Jewish 
education—for without him they would hardly have been able to congratulate themselves 
to-day, as they conld,on their work. Mr. Berliner had devoted much of his time to the 
teaching of adnits and children. ‘lo the Mayor he wished to say how great a pleasure it 
was for him to see and hear of the good feelings that existed between the Jewish 
community and the rest of the population in West Ham. He hoped this would ever he 
the case and that that function would year after year be graced by the presence of the 
Mayor of the borongh 

The Rev L Menprnsonn, M.A., delivered an address, in which he dwelt on the 
continued existence of the Jewish people throughout the ages and on the causes which 
had contributed to their remaining true to their faith. lle emphasised the important 
mart tbe mother had played in Israels history and the lessons to be drawn from this 
fact at the present day. He pointed ont to the children that the value of the law which 
they learned was that it was practical and they should see to it that they carried out its 
lessons every day of their lives 

The Mayor proposed a vote of thanks to Mrs. Fichholz for distributing the prizes. 

Mrs. Bi HHOLZ, in reply, aaid it was a great pleasure to Dr. Eichholz and herself 
to come among them. They were both interested in all kinds of commanal activity 
but sbe did not think there was any work in which thoy took a keener interest than in 
religions education. They felt that in doing that work they were carrying on a sacred 
duty, for they were continuing in a little way some of the work done, on a much larger 
scale, by their dear parents. 

Councillor ENOS SMITH ay pape a vote of thanks tothe Examiner, Mr. F.. Norden, 
and the teaching staff. He paid a tribute to the Jew as citizen, particularly referring to 
his eobriety. 

Mr. C. 8. WaRD seconded the vote, to which Mr. L. Norpewn (in the absence of his 
cousin)and Mr. G. E. (headmaster) responded. 

Thanks were accorded the Mayor and other visitors on the motion of Mr. 8. Werer 
(President of the Congregation, and Mr. Marcis Comex. His Worship briefly 
responded. 

The Rev. L. MENDELSOHN proposed, and Ald. J. R. Hurry seconded, a vote of 
thanks to the Chairman, who replied. 

The pupils sang Psalms during the proceedings, which concladed with Adon Olam 
and “ God Save the King. 

In the evening an excellent concert was provided for the children.

TENT OF RIGHTEOUSNESS FRIENDLY SOCIETY. 


CENTENARY CELEBRATION. 


Few institutions in Anglo-Jewry can boast a record of activity extending toa 
period of over one hundred ycars, and the interest therefore evinced in the centen. 
ary celebration of the Tent of Righteous Friendly Society, one of the earliest 
institutions of its kind established in this country, was, as expected, in complete 


barmony with the unique occasion. To mark the cxompletion of its one hundredth 
birthday the officers of the Society gave a dinner at Frascati’s Restaurant, Oxford 
street, yesterday evening week, and the numerous assembly of ladies and gentle 
men included not a few descendants of the original founders and members of the 
Society, while the Jewish friendly society world was also strongly represented. 
Mr. MAURICE DAVIS, the President, occupied the Chair. The loyal toasts haviny 
been proposed by the Chairman, 

The Rev. M. ROSENBAUM proposed “ The Tent of Righteousness Friendly 
Society.” He gave an interesting picture of Jewish life, obtaining at the time the 
Society was established when the Jews formed but two colonies, one in the City of 
London and the other in South London, where the Society saw its birth, and 
compared it with what obtained at the present time when their coreligionists were 
scattered throughout the metropolis. It must be acknowledged, he said, that in 
those days the heartiest good fellowship existed between the various families of the 
district of South London, such perhaps as had never existed since. One of the causes 
of those happy relations was no doubt due to the fact that the Jews were a good 
deal more gregarious in those days than they were at the present time. Ile was 
not proposing the health of a decrepit pereon when he was toasting their Society 
which was by no means in its dotage nothwithstanding its greatage. The Society wa: 
still strong and vigorous and had recently been courted by more than one suitor 
for purposes well-known to that assembly. Whether it continued in its present 
state or whether it finally accepted one of the many offera, he trusted that the 
Society would not lose ita identity and that it might flourish and live to celebrate 
a farther period of hundred years. 

Mr. MAURICE DAVIS, in responding expressed, on bekalf of the Society, the 
gratitude felt at Mr. Kiosenbaam’s encouraging remarks, and their appreciation of 
his able article on the Society which appeared in a previous issuc of the JEWIS!: 
CHRONICLE, the reading of which all had so much enjoyed. At prosent the Society 
had attached to it three hon. members, three medical officers and three ministers, 
so that there was a doctor anda clergyman for every eleven members. (Laughter.) 
Those entering their tent, therefore, were well looked after both spiritually and 
bodily. 

The toast of the “ l’ast and Present Officers” was proposed by the Rev. N. 
GOLDSTON. They owed, he said, a debt of gratitade to the past officers of the 
Society, who had spared no efforta to make it a force in Sonth London, while 
the present officers also deserved their thanks for doing their utmost in keeping 
a'.ve the work of those who preceded them. He hoped the present management 
would pat their best energies forward still farther to extend the sphere and scope 
of the Society, and bring many more into the tent. With extended development, 
the Society might be able, in many directions, to meet the growiag necds of 
South London. 

Mr. HARKY BARNETT and Mr. M. MAtkS responded (the former paying a 
special tribute to the work of Mr. Salomons, the Secretary). 

Mr. D. SHUT## proposed the “ Hon. Members and Loctors,” the toast being 
acknowledged by the Rev. M. ROSENsAUM and Dr. WILSON. 

The Rev. MORRIS JOSEIH followed with a tribute “to the memory of the 
founders,” aud said that were it not for the zealous services of their predecessors 
that Society would never have come into existence. The Society stood for and 
repre-ented thuse great principles always sacred to the Jews, namely, thrift and 
progress, mutual help and self-help. The Society in the past had come to the 
assistance of thise of the members who were stricken by illness aud who had 
fallen by the way, and the services of those who happily escaped afiliction were 
given to those afflicted. The Society therefore deserved to ba hononred for having 
established and given effect to sacred principles of this kind. Oae hundred years 
ago their forefathers did not wait for the prompting or the compalsion of the 
State, and that night he thought it was only proper that théy shoald remember 
those stardy forerunuers of theirs and be gratefal for all they did. Mr. 
Joseph gave some interesting extracis from the JEWISH CHRONICLE of 181), 
which he said he had recently been reading, bearing upoo certain workers wh 
had been promiuent in establishing and maintaining the Sosiety, among them 
being Nathan Henry, hia great grandfather, the Rev. H. A. Henry, a nephew of 
Natban, J. Jones, and J. H. Lyons. 

Mr. J. REESand Mr. A. J. LOiETTE, respectively, proposed and replied to 
the toast of “‘ Tue Ladies and Visitors,” aud Vr. DAVIS gave the toast of “ The 
Chairman,” which was brictly acknowledged by Mr. MAURICE DAVIS. 

A whist drive and ball followed. 


The Rev. A. Mishcon, who was prevented by Mrs. Mishcon’s indisposition from 
attending, in the course of a letter to the President, stated: “ Important as the cele 
bration is in itself, it is to be especisily welcomed as a reminder to the community at 
large of what I might term ite depeadencies beyond the Thames, whose claims have al! 
too long remained unheeded, whose very existence is so often lost sight of. Itis my 
ardent hope and wish that your Society may take out a new lease of active and pro 
ductive life, and that it may play a significant part in the future of South London 
Jewry which, in my opinion, is destined to form an important section of the Anglo 
Jewish community in the near fature.” 


OBITUARY. 


MR. EMANUEL SALOMON. 


By the sudden death of Mr. Emanuel Salomon which took place at his 
residence, 31, Alexandra Villas, Finsbury Park, in the early hours of Wednesda, 
the 15th inst., another important link is removed from the chain of past honorary 
officers of the Hambro’ Synagogue. Like his father before him, Mr. Salomon held 
the important offices of Financial Representative and Warden alternately for many 
yeara, and it was not until he saw the fruite of his energies realised in the building 
of the present Synagogae that he resigned from taking any active part in the Syna 
gogue work. He retained his membership however, and was glad to be of any 
service when called upon. He was also one of the Trustees of the site iv 
Commercial Road. He was a great worker, caring very little for any form of 
recreation. His extensive business and his communal aetivities were his greatest 
attraction. His was one of the rare cases of a single gentleman whose interest iv 
the community was never flagging, an example worthy of emulation by the younger 
members of the community. His death at the early age of fifty will be keenly 
felt by his sorrowing brothers, and sisters and by numerous friends and institutions.

PUBLIC MEETING AT SHOREDITCH TOWN HALL. 


STIRRING ADDRESS BY HERR SOKOLOW. 

A Zionist demonstration of unusual interest took place last Sunday night at 
the Shoreditch Town Hall. The hall was crowded to ita utmost capacity. The 
principal speaker was the eminent Ilebrew journalist and Zionist leader, Herr 
Nabum Sokolow, who delivered two striking addresses, first in German and later 
in the evening in the unequalled Hebrew of which he is the greatest living 
master. 

Dr. 5. A. HIRSCH presided, and in bis opening remarks he complained of lack 
of Zionist activity in England. He appealed for more strenuons work on behalf 
of the movement, and declared that the chief Zionist work was now centred on 
colonisation in Palestine. 

Herr SOKOLOW, who was received with vociferous applause, said that he 
was pleased to bring them the hearty greetings of the Small Actions Committee, 
which was cogpisant of the work English Zionists bad done in the past. It was 
perhaps, right for the Chairman, asa local man, to criticise the insufficient activity 
in this country, and he hoped the criticism would not have been in vain. But 
the leaders of the movement could not take so narrow a view; they looked upon 
English Zionists in the light of the past. They were an historic people and must 
pot judge isolated periods and spasmodic events, but must look upon things 
broadly and judge the whole. “I have remembered the loving kindness of thy 
youth.” The Zionist leaders could not forget that it was in that great metropolis 
that Herzl first appeared with his Zionist scheme. The rich and leading Jews in 
this country bad not responded to his appeal, but the vast Jewish masses in 
England had whole-heartedly answered the call of the great leader. There it 
was that Dr. Herzl had founda Jewish heart. The Actions Committee would 
never forget it; the work done in this country on behalf of Zionism would be 
ipecribed in golden letterg. There might be snobs who 

TALKED SNEERINGLY ABOUT WHITECHAPEL. 


But in the history of Zionism, Whitechapel would be chronicled as the first district 
that accorded the historic reception of the late Dr. Herzl at the Assembly Hall, 
and worked subsequently in the interest of the movement with bee-like constancy 
and considerable self-sacrifice. If, therefore, Zionism had slightly been weakened 
in England it was only a temporary weakness, and it was to be hoped that the 
Joint Council would re-unite and revive the movement as in the good old days. 
The Jewish heart would once more bestir itself, and Z:onism in England would be 
re-awakened. Joint Council was a beantifal word. Let it be hoped that the time 
was near when the whole of the Jewish people would be a Joint Council. The 
present Zionist leaders could only appeal to the Jewish people to'follow them and 
give them the same support they had at one time given the first leader. After all, 
the response to Herz! was not for what he was, great as he was, but for the message he 
had brought them ; that message should continue to draw the people. The leaders 
could not give more than they received ; the leaders were only the retlaction of the 
people—that was the real executive organ. He bad no morbid fears about the 
occasional inactivity here or elsewhere: those periods would vanish as a dark 
cloud. Turning to the present situation, Herr Sokolow dealt at length with the 
Balkan War. He contrasted the Jewish conception of war, which was not with 
the same weapons as those of other countries. 
JEWS COULD NOT FIGHT WITH THE SWORD, 


Not with armies, not with might—but with the spirit. He reckoned how the Zionists 
used to be taunted with seeking to obtain so God-forgotten a country as Palestine. 
But present circumstances reemed to point that Palestine was, on the contrary, 
a@ very much god-graced palace. Asia was once more alive, and was the disturbing 
element in the political world. Referring to the Jewish attitude towards the war, 
Herr Sokolow said that whatever might be the opinion of individual Jews, there 
could be no doubt that the Jewish people as a whole was fully in sympathy with 
Turkish defeats. They, of course, all appreciated the strivings of the Balkan 
Nationalities for their national cause, and admired the courage they 
displayed. The sympathy with the Turks was rather psychological; the 
Jewish soul was hurt at the unjust treatment Turkey had received, and uncon- 
sciously it revolted and protested against that treatment. He related an 
interesting incident as illustrating the deeply-rooted feeling of sympathy for the 
weaker that abides in the Jew. All the Jewish writera who were employed on the 
St. Petersburg /iefch, which he had characterised as a quasi-liberal organ witb 
pan-Slav tendencies, had refaosed to write against Turkey. This fact clearly 
demonstrates that instinctively the Jewish sympathy was on the side of the Torks 
because the Jewish soul could not help revolting against the wrongs and injustice, 
bloodshed and oppression. There were many lessons to be learnt from the present 
political situation. The chief of these was that Jews must always be present and 
not look at events from a distance. They must invariably prove that they were 
in existence, that they were living; for the living only possess rights. If then 
they demand rights, they must give a practical demonstration of the living forces 
that were bebind them; they must be able to show their stock-in-trade, their 
numerical strength, and their possibilities. They must be in a position to show 
that they were 


THE REAL REPRESENTATIVES OF THE JEWISH NATION, 

and if asked who the Zionists were, there should ba no hesitation in proudly 
replying: His Majesty the Jewish people. That, indeed, was the idea of. the 
Shekel ; it was necessary to have Shekel payers to know the forces behind them. 
The Shekel was really a symbol, a means to count the men behind the movement. 
He therefore appealed to the pioneers of the movement to march forth and wake 
the rest of the people who had not yet joined the army of Zionists. Another 
lesson that was to be learned from the present political situation was, that while 
the sword was a most powerful weapon, it was no fit thing to sit upon it. That 
was @ lesson forthe Ottoman Iimpire to learn. Tarkey had conquered a great 
many places, but made no use of them. It had taken countries, bat did not know 
how to keep them ; it had troops no less heroic than its enemies, bat it had no 
colonists. Either it bad not the understanding or did not possess the ability to 
keep the land it had possessed to nurture and sastain them. Hence, Turkey had 
fallen—-like ripe apples from the trees. And who were more entitled to Palestine 
than the Jews. Who could build it up, who loved that place as the Jew? Amid 
the continued struggle of nationalities for territory, amid unceasing strife, deep 
hatred, barbarous bloodshed, the

without guns, without swords, bat with the plough and with culture. It was, 
therefore, inconceivable that the Jewish claims should be ignored; they had a 
moral as well as a material right to that country. In these days of Treaty 
breakings, when all nationalities were clamouring for enlargements and increase of 
territories, when a country like Rumania, which had violated the International 
Treaty regarding her Jewish subjects, was pushiog forward territorial demands it 
was necessary for the Jews to be on the look out, to place their claims in the 
forefront. But he did not come to them with lamentations. on the contrary, 

THE SITUATION WAS VERY COMFORTING. 


The position was perhaps not wholly satisfactory, but, nevertheless, things were 
progressing favourably. He pointed to the great achievements in Palestine, the 
improved conditions of the colonists, the number of educational institutions, the 
growth and development of the Hebrew language, which was one of the most 
important factors in the re-birth of a nation-and the general strengthening of the 
national feeling in all countries. They were coming nearer and nearer to their 
goal. “ We stand, perhaps, on the eve of great events in the general political 
world, events which we must follow with the greatest attention, inasmuch as they 


might have an important bearing upon our own National cause. “ Bat our work 
must be the work of every day.” was Herr Sokolow’s concluding message, * and 
we must be prepared for them. All roads lead to Zion, and Z:on is our only way 
and our only goal. We mast therefore all be united in thought, in feeling and in 
action, and then ‘ our hope is atill not lost’ will indeed b3 a fact, a reality; nota 
mere poem, a song.” 

Mr. J. COWEN said that he desired t> associate himself with the sympathy 
expressed by Herr Sokolow with the Tarkish people in the disasters they had 
suffered. For himself he believed that the main reason of Jewish sympathy with 
the Tarks was that Jews had always been treated kindly under Turkish rale. It 
was, therefore, quite natural that they should feel grieved when Turkey was in 
trouble. They were told that the present war was the struggle of one civilisation 
with another, but he wondered whether the civilisstion of the conquering armies 
was much greater, in view of some of the deeds they had committed in the course 
of the war, than those of the defeated armies. He had just returned from the 
Sahara, and though he must admit that the mad-hates in the desert were not 
pleasant places to live in, he was nevertheless convinced that since the 
Europeans had found their way there, worse things than mad-huts were 
to be found. The previous week he bad addressed a Zionist meeting at Tanis— 
there were Zionists everywhere—and it seemed to him there was little difference 
between the Jewish gathsaring he bad seen there and the one he was now addressing, 
with perhaps the sole exception that they differed in language. O:her wise, he saw 
the same people, with the same hopes and aspirations. The Jewish consciousness 
was awake everywhere; whether in Warsaw or Tanis, they all stood together as one 
nation with one dsmand. Mr. Cowen spoke of the mataual iellowship that existed 
between the Jew and ths Arab, who lived in perfect harmony. The Arabs 
preferred to eat Jewish food, aud freyjaented kosher restaurants. The very day 
he had arrived in Tunis, an article dealing with the useful work the Jews had 
lately accomplished in Palestine, appeared in a leading Arabic newspaper of that 
city. Speakiog on the present political situation, Mr. Cowen said that be was stil! 
a full-blooded political Zionist. A national movement must necessarily be a 
political movement. He adhered to the Zionist policy as laid down by Ds. Herz’. 
He did not know what that great leader might have done in the present circum 
stances, were he alive. But he was certain that Herz! would have taken every 
possible advantage of the present situation. He would have givea his right hand 
—and bis left one, too, if necessary-—to utilise the occasion. It was not the ideal 
of Israel or of Zionists to attain their goal as some nations attain theirs. ‘bey 
did not want to shed blood; they were no bad friend of the Turk; all they asked 
him was to be treated like brethren.. (Applause.) He thought that the present 
position, the whole political situation, was anticipated by l’r. Herzl; he had fore 
seen the development, aud waited for it. He urged all Zionists to stand united 
avd be well organised, for the moment testiog their seriousness might bs nearer than 
was expected. It was the r business when their leaders called upon them, to be 
ready. (Lond applause.) 

Dr. C. WEIT/MAN spoke of the great changes that had taken place in / ovism 
in recent years, and particalarly referred to the transformation [Dalestine bad 
undergone, thanks to the change of policy of the Zionists. He asked the people 
not to expect sensations and miracles, but to go on steadily and pave the way in 
Palestine, reminding them of the K-aglish saying that “ possession is nine points of 
the law.” 

Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES proposed, and the Rev. J. K. GOLDI;LOOM seconded 4 
vote of thanks to Herr Sokolow. 

Herr SOKOLOW replied in Hebrew. He pointed out the great nee! of Hebrew 
becoming the Jewish prevalent langaage so that there might not be even 4 
difference of language between the Jews here and the Jews Mr. Cowen had seen in 
Tunis. Jews of one country would have no difficalty in understanding certain 
problems of the Jews in another couatry, such as the Ribbinate prob'em which 
seemed so strange to a Jew from another country, for what prob!em was there in 
installing a Rabbi ? 

Mr. B. GRAD also addressed the meeting which closed afte: a fe v remarks by 
the Chairman.

A SCANDINAVIAN ZIONIST FEDERATION. 


A few days aco a conference was held in Stockholm of sixteen delegates 
representing the four Zionist societies of Stockholm (15) members), . Goteborg 
(115 members), Christiania (35 members), and Copenhagen (100 members). The 
meetiog decided to found a Scandinavian Zionist Federation uoder the name of 
the “ Skandinaviska Zionist{):bandet,” with its headqaarters in Stockholm. The 
proceedings were attended by Dr. Bloede, of Hamburg, on behalf of the loner 
Actions Committee, who, on the second day of the conference, delivered an address 
on “The Aims and Fature of Zionism” at a large public meeting. 


THE REVENUE OF THE ZIONIST ORGANISATION. 


The Shekel revenne of the Zionist Organisation io the past year amounted to 
to 81,952 marks (about £4040), and the Central Fand amounted 40 49,582 marks 
(about £2,470). 

A wire from Jaffa has reached Bielostok, stating that the Auglo-Ezgyptian 
authorities have sanctioned the saleof 10,000 danams of land at Raphsto the 
Angio-l’alestine Company for colonisation by the Agadath Yisroel (of Jaffa), and a 
company of Bielostok Jews.

A VIOLIN VIRTUOSO 


ROMANTIC STORY OF DANIEL MELSA.

Last week, London had an opportunity of listening to the latest violin 
virtuoso, Daniel Melea, a young coreligionist who some three months ago achieved

Altboughacomparatively short 
one, Melsa’s career has been 
hbigbly romantic, and for the 
purpose of hearing bis life-story 
from bis own lips, @ representa. 
m tive of the Ja\ISH CHRONICLE 

called upon bim at the Steinway 
Daniel Melza. Hall the other day, where he was 

rehearsing. Melsa was most pro- 
fasein his greeting, and expreseed his delight and pleasure in meetinga representa- 
tive of a journal which he said was as well known in bis native town of Warsaw and 
in Berlin as it isin london. Melsa is not yet twenty years of age, but he looks 
somewhat older. He is of slight build and bas a ead expression, which increased 
to almost a painful degree when recounting some of his past experiences. He 
seems singalarly devoid of anv aliectation, while modesty is obviously the keynote 
of his nature. 

After some persuasion, Melsa put aside his reticence, and, complying with 
the request, outlined briefly his career, the early part of which, he said, was over- 
shadowed by a great tragedy. He was born in Warsaw, and, at the age of three, 
his parents moved to Lodz, where shortly after a private tutor was engaged for 
him. 


“ Although I exhibited a passion for music quite early, I did not receive any 
lessons on the subject till my eeventh birthday, but before that my father 
obtained a cheap violin for me upon which I was son able to play simple melodies 
by ear.” 

By chance a well-known professor of the town heard him play, and so 
impressed was he with the talent exhibited by the boy tbat he advised the father 
to have him educated. Acting apon this advice. as far as limited means allowed, 
tutors were engaged, and so much progress did he make that at the age of nine he 
was admitted to the local Conservatorium of Professor Grudzinski, where he 
remained two years. It was at the age of eleven that a great calamity overtook 
the family, his father and sister falling victims to the pogroms. 

Melsa’s story runs as follows :— 


“It was in June of 1905, at the time of the pogroms, when one afterncon my 
father, accompanied by my little sister, ventured out into the street, from which 
they never returned. They were both killed,” he added sadly, “by Cossacks. A 
week later I found my sister in a Christian churchyard riddled with bullets, but | 
have not been able to trace the remains of my father, who must have been buried 
in some out-of-the-way place. During this awful pericd my mother and myself 
lived in imminent danger of our lives, and it was only the recollection of my playing 
‘hat saved us also falling a prey to the vcdka-besodden Cossacks. When the 
last echo of the pogroms died away sympathetic friends enabled my mother and 
myself to go to Berlin, where, in open competition, I gained a free course at the 
\lindworth-Scharwenka Conservatorum of Masic.” , 

There the lad studied hard, and with such success that in 190", when but 
‘fteen, he caused something of a sensation by winning “the priz2 violin” ata 

mpetition. 

Mrs. Hill, wife of the American Ambaseador in Berlin, took a great interest 
in the boy, and it was chiefly through her intluence that a fund was raised, to 
which many wealthy Germans and Americans, including Mr. Otto Kahn and Mr. 
Jacob Schiff, contributed, to present Melsa with a violin and to place the family 
ceyond want. A Bergonzi of 1727 was bought at a cost of £1,250, and is now the 

herished possession of the youtbful virtuoso. He received further lessons from 

the well-known master, Professor Karl Fiesch, and on December 7th last Melsa 
made his début in Berlin. His playing made a deep impression, and met with a 
popular success. quite out of the ordinary. Since then he bas given two per- 
‘ormances in Paris. 

Mr. Hugo Gorlitz, the well-known impresario, bas evinced the greatest 
nterest in Melea and bas arranged to give the English public ample opportunity of 
‘ppreciating the genius of our youtbful artist. 

Before departing, Melea expreesed his profound gratitude at the manner in 
‘sich be has been received here. “ So far it has been arranged that I should make 
‘ tour of England and Scotland, while arrangements are also proceeding for brief 
visits to the Continent. However, I shall stay in England for the greater part of 
the next eight or nine months and in November I hope to go to America.”

At the Bechstein Hall, on Tuesday, Miss Floriel Florean gave a South African 
Folk-Song Concert. The songs which were rendered in the “ Taal” were all 
written and composed by Boers, and are of extreme interest to students of * Folk- 
Song.” As might have been expected, the music is of an extremely simple 
character, but the “ nonsense songs” reveal “our brother Boer” in a new light. 
The music is quaintly hamourous, a quality with which the Boers are not 
generally credited. Their religious character is apparent in the patriotic songs 
which all, more or less, display bymn-like characteristics. The pick of them all 
is one entitled “ Overtuiging,” translated as “ Conviction” in the Laglish version, 
although “ Faith” would have beena better synopsis of the sentiments expressed. 
Miss Florean was assisted by Mr. Lioyd Powell and Mr. Sydney Brooks, who 
rendered pianoforte and violoncello solos respectively. 

Messrs. Schulz-Curtias and Powell announce that, in consideration of their 
Mr. A. Schulz-Cartins having been prominently connected with the Whgner 
movement in this country for the last thirty-four years, they will give a Wagner 
centenary concert to celebrate the hundredth anniversary of Wagner's birth on 
Thursday evening, May 22ad, at the Royal Albert Hall. The London Symphony 
Orchestra, which will be largely augmented, will be condacted by Herr Mengel- 
berg. Mr. John Coates will be the vocalist. The prices bave been arranged on 
such a scale as to make the demonstration in honour of the great composer 
thoroughly popular. 

The Pavilion Theatre announces a new play, “ Thorns,” of which two per- 
formances will be given on the 28th and 2Y’thinst. Mr. Moscowitz, who is ever 
on the look-out for new plays and playwrights, was ereatly impressed by the 
extraordipary vividness of the Jewish life presented in “Thorns.”

ALLEGED ARCHITECTURAL DEFECTS 
AT THE JEWISH INSTITUTE. ) 


To THe Eprror.- From Mr. BEN HYMAN, 27, Spital Square, Bishopsgate, N.E. 
Sirn,—Will you permit me, through the mediam of your valaable journal, to direct 
the attention of those responsible for the control of affairs at the Jewish Institute, to ’ 
the existence of varions defects which call for immediate attention. ‘Tio the : 
defective and detrimental system of lighting which at present prevails, I would mainly 
direct the attention of the authorities. I know no Institute in London serving a similar 
purpose possessing a worse mode of lighting. The lights are nearer to the ceiling than 
to those who desire to make nseof them. They areof a dail character, and exceptionally 
trying to the eyes of those who read. TI fail to understand the persistency of the 
authorities in maintaining a system of lighting which has been utterly condemned by 
a lighting-expert. If the anthorities oul take the trouble to experience for themselves 
the difficulties which beset a reader in the © Library” I think they would leave no stone 
unturned till an alteration had been effected. Here, I should like to refer to another 
matter. When Lantern-Lectures are being delivered certain sections of the audience 
are only partially able to see the picture thrown on the screen. l’osts and a cross-bar 
obscure their vision. The height of the cross-bar should be increased, and the two 
centre posts should be removed. ‘The interruptions which, too often, take place during 
the course of lectures owe their origin in the main to the existence of obstacles in the 
line of sight to varions sections of the audience. The means of ventilation of the 
Institute are extremely bad. Some other system of ventilation ought to be introduced. 
The matter is deserving of some consideration on the part of the Institute authorities.

The Eight-Mile Handicap. 

“ To encourage inter-club ranning between Jewish Athletic Association Clubs 
we are Organising an eight-mile handicap.” So rans part of tbe circular that the 
Harriers’ Section of the Oid Boys’ Club has issued among the affiliated clubs, with 
the reminder that a meeting of representatives of the various clubs will be held on 
the evening of Thursday, the 30:h inst., at 241, Mile Eod Road, for the purpose of 
arrapgipg the bandicappipg. The race will be ran over the J.A.A. Marathon 
course at Chingford, on Sunday, February 9:h, at 2 p.m., and all registered 
members of the J.A.A. will be eligible, while no age limit will be im posed.

JEWISH ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION. 


PRIZE DISTRIBUTION 


The annnal prize distribution of the Jewish Athletic Association took place on 
Wednesday at the Shoreditch Town Hall. Sir Marturw Naruan, G.C.M.G., presided, 
and Mies Schlesinger di tributed the awards. 

Mr. Frank in welcoming Sir Matthew Nathan on behalf of the Committee, 
expressed regret at the absence through iliness of Mra. L. BB. Schlesinger, who was to 
have distributed the prizes. Ina brief account of the growth of the Association from 
small beginnings vedive years ago, he said that it now comprised several boys and men 8 
clubs, and over fifty schools wero affiliated to the Association. He paid a tribute to the 
self-sacrifice of the school teachers, who gave their leisnre to the work of the Associa- 
tion, and be congratulated Misa Amy Marks, Chairman of the Girls’ Schools Committee, 
on her appointment as one of His Majeaty « Inspectors of Schools. He mentioned that 
a scheme had been drawn up whereby the advantages of the Association would be 
extended to the Jewish Lads’ Brigade 

The CHAIRMAN, in his ad ‘rees, said that the Association had two great merits. 
First of all, it was necessary, and secondly, it covered the gronnd, It was necessary, 
becanse the conditions of Jewish recreation ard ita relation to Saturday and Sanda 
made it impossible for any other body to do the work of specially encouraging Jewis! 
athletics, as was done by the N«soc a ion And it covered the ground, because it 
included practically all the athletic activities of the Jewish working lads’ clabs, and had 
affiliated to it practically all the Jewish provi ied and non-provided schools in the Fast 
and centre of London. The Jewish working girls’ clubs had not up to now thought it 
necessary to join. Probably they thought that the dancing and physical drill which was 
given in their own premises sutficed by way of recreative exorcise, but one could not help 
thinking it might be a good thing if, in co-operation with the Association, they saw their 
way to providing the healthy ont-door r creation of tennis for their members. About 


functions were practicily three-fold. First of all it organised competitions by forming 
cricket and football leagues, and holding sports, and obtaining for these conipetitions 
and sports tropbies and medals. Then it provided a ground on which the clubs 
and echools could practise and play on Sun ays. Finally, it provided the material 
need for the competitions and games and paid the fares of the various teams. 
Altogether the cost of carrying on this wo k affecting 20.000 young people was only 
about £250, and he appealed for annual subscriptious to meet this small outlay. He 
made this appeal with the more confi lence because there was no doubt as to the good 
which the Association was doing [It was a reproach freqnently levelled against the 
Jews in thia country that the new comera and their chiidren lowered the physical 
standards of the country. The Association was doing a great deal to remove any trath 
there might be in this reproach, and the Jewish lais were holding op their heada and 
meeting their fellow-citizens in the field cf life just as they did sometimes in victo1y or 
defeat in the cricket and football field. And the parents of the boys and girls, he was 
eure. realised that there was something more than phys cal benefit accrning to their 
ch ldren. The re Was & moral and mental advant we in children ape nding their recreation 
time in the playing fields ratter than loating in the strets. He addressed the boys on 
the evils of gambling and betting, and he suguested the formation of anti-gambling 
leagues. He urged the children to work bard aud play hard, but always to play fairly. 
If they did this it would help them to becone str ind honourable men and women, 
and enable them to do credit to the great race to which they all belonged. (Cheers }) 

A vote of thanks was passe dto the Chairman and Miss Schlesinger on the motion 
of Mr. H. R. Lewis, who expressed the hope that the Association would one day have e 
playing-field of its own 

Mr. F. MIL#sS, in seconding the vote, aroused some amusement by his discription of 
the distribution of games materials among the East End schools. 

The vote was carried with enthusiasm 

The programme conclnded with an entertainment and display. A team from the 
Jews’ Free School, under Mr. H. H. Joseph, gave a smart exhibition of gymnastics; 
girls from Ratland Street L.C.C. School gave some costume dances, under the direction 
of Mies J. Haines; the Stepney Central L.C.©. Girls’ School, under Miss Meadows, 
gave some capital dances; the Old Castle Street L.C.C. S-hool choir, under Mr. H. J. 
Finney, sang; and a club team gave a display of gymnastics and fencing.
